Havana, Cuba, by way of Key West, Fla., 
Jan. 1.—[Copyright, 1898, by Press Publish- 
ing Company, New York World.]—General 
Maximo Gomez gave me on Dec. 23 his third 
and probably his last statement of the condi- 
tions, hopes, plans, and probabilities of the 
Cuban cause. He was at his headquarters 
at Majagua, a beautiful stock farm near 
Arroyo Arena. 

Seated in his hammock, as is his custom, 
he talked Spanish to me, and I wrote notes 
in English. Chief of Staff Bossa, sitting 
next to the correspondent, retranslated the 
notes to General Gomez, end he ed them. 

The first question naturally was regarding 
autonomy. 

It is too late,“ declared the Cuban Com- 
mander-in-Chief. “ Frankly, I realize that 
although there are strings to some of the 
important provisions of the decrees, auton- 
omy is a tremendous stride in advarce for 
Spain, and close to genuine rule of, for, and 
by the people. Three years ago it would 
have avoided war. It might have been ac- 
cepted two years back, when we reached the 
gates of Havana. Now, no. Not even if 
Spain should give up to us everything but 
her fag. 

But Secretary Dupuy de Lome has said 
that Spain would even permit a five-pointed 
star in the Spanish flag for new Cuba,“ I 
remarked. General Gomez thought a mo- 
ment, then went on: 

“If Spain will go that far then we can 
wait with willingness for her to change 
colors as well. We are still disposed to pay 
many millions for the privilege of stopping 
bloodshed. But there must be no half way 
measures. We tried them at the end of the 
last war. 


Spain Still Has Resources. 


“I don't regard the concession of autono- 
my solely as a proof of Spanish weakness. 
Spain still has resources to carry on the 
War a long time. Autonomy always was 
more or less the idea of the Liberal party. 
The death of Canovas and the failure of 
Weyler simply gave the Libera!s more pow- 
er. They made the error of thinking that 
the Cubans were wavering. Now they 
should be undeceived. It is a long time 
since autonomy was promised. All the Cu- 
ban soldiers fully understand it. The Ha- 
vana newspapers come here freely. 

“ Attempts have been made to bribe almost 
every Cuban leader. Result: Not one Im- 
portant surrender; no increase in presen- 
tados, even according to the Spanish official 
figures. And I think all who thought of sur- 
rendering have surrendered. 


Hanging of “Emissaries. 


“ General Gomez,” I interrupted, “ you 
are severely criticised in the United States 
for hanging people who come to your farses 
to talk autonomy.” 15 g 

The fiery old General’s eyes blased. That 
is wrofig, unjust,” he responded. “ First, 
such men are hanged not by personal Hat, 
but under a recent law passed by our gov- 
ernment. Second, no one has deen hanged 
who came merely to talk autonomy—only 
those who came to buy it. It is not discus- 
sion of the question we. wish to avoid, but 
bribery. Were this not so your’ own neck 
would be greatly in danger. 

“Your great General Washington hanged 
Major Andre for just this reason; The only 
difference is that.Andre had succeeded in 
corrupting Arnold, while not one Spanish 
briber has yet succeeded in buying a Cuban

loafers. I have great respect for Blanco.

“In a few weeks Spain will either evac- 
uate Cuba or fight the United States. She 
probably will do the first and talk of the 
other.“ 

„ But, General,“ I asked, would that not 
mean annexation?” 

„No,“ General Gomez answered. I think 
the United States only wants Cuba commer- 
clally. She will have that with Cuban 
independence and not have the complex

In- 
deed, it has guaranteed its success, for no 
autonomy falls flat on the ears of the revo- 
lutionists, each of whom, no matter how low

or helpless children or at least some close 
relative, cruelly starved to death under the 
‘protection’ of the Spanish flag.

** Materially the starvation of the farmers 
in the towns left plenty to eat for the armed 
men in the fields.

They were taken to 
town with the others, while the large pro- 
portion remaining in the manigua to pro- 
teat their own lives from Weylerism had to 
treble,their former vigilance over the troops’ 
movements. We got theirinformation. The 
taking of wives, sweethearts, and children 
out of the fields also greatly improvea our 
forces. The Cubans are very domestic. They 
fight better alone. 

Blanco's efforts are most commendable, 
but pitiable in efliciency. He has neither 
money enough nor subordinates to spend it 
honestly. He cannot possibly save even the 
three-quarters he tells me he expects to save, 
for half of the remaining reconcentrados 
are too far gone. They need careful nursing. 
The only food Blanco has to give them would 
kill them.“ 


Plenty of Men to Win. 

Regarding the state of the insurgent army 
General Gomes said: The number of our 
armed men is the same as always—about 
thirty thousand. More than a third of them 
are in Santiago, where Garcia is doing splen- 
did work. As his artillery becomes per- 
fected he will take more important towns. 
Pando hasn't enough healthy soldiers to in- 
jure him. In Santiago there is no concen- 
tration. Practically all the population stays 
in the woods. From the extreme exposure 
of almost three years of the hardest war in 
history many of my men were reduced to 
such a state that they died in this last un- 
healthy season of paludic fevers. But the 
epidemic is over naw. There were plenty 
of unarmed men to take their guns. I have 
not now so many men for each gun as [ — 
but I have plenty for the war — enough to win. 

We are well supplied with arms and am- 
munition, thanks to the activity of the 
junta and to our American friends. It is 
easier to borrow money day by day, as the 
Cuban prospects brighten. I have sold no 
concessions or franchises to getit. I don't 
think much of the Jucaro-Morron trocha. 
I admit that I doubted the ability of the 
Western electoral Cuban delegates to join 
the government I the East, but they did it 
easily. N f 

In short, the war has been fought. Iam 
tranguilly awaiting to see in what way 
Spain will choose to lose Cuba—by. sale to 
the Cubans or by war With the Americans. 
I would greatly prefer the former, as would 
every Cuban in Cuba.“

Recovers Crosby’s Effects. 

On the morning of Dec, 22, as we entered 
the prairie De Majague, a heavy rifle volley 
whistled over the glistening grass so close 
that we thotght the Spanish guerrillas were 
upon us. We rode back into the thicket 
and sent ahead two scouts to locate the 
fighting. The scouts, returning, reported 
that the Spaniards had a slight skirmish 
with Gomez's infantry a mile from where we 
were; that the skirmish was over; and that 
the gallant old fighter had encamped’ to 
await us. Gomez sent two staff officers 
who speak English to meet us. We passed 
his outposts of ragged cavalry, and in a 
grove before us saw the gleam of steel. 

There, in the shade of royal palms, stood 
the old rebel chieftain and his cavalry escort 
of 250 men. Before them the Cuban flag 
was planted. As we approached two buglers 
noisily saluted the Stars and Stripes that 
Madrigal carried. Madrigal advanced and 
dipped his little banner; the flag of the 
single star was dipped in answer. It was a 
most interesting moment. Behind the old 
Cuban hero—“ the old Chinaman,"’ the 
Spaniards call him—were four lines of his 
men in a semi-circle, four lines of tense, 
earnest faces. The bugles ceased to ring 
and only the rustle of the palms was audible 
as Gomes took your correspondent’s hand 
in his.

General 
Weyler’s expectations that his membership 
of the Senate would save him from punish- 
ment for the issue of his manifesto ad- 
dressed to the Queen Regent, protesting 
against President McKinley’s message to 
Congress, have not been realized, and the 
government shows by the official report of 
the deliberations of the Cabinet at its meet- 
ing tonight that it is determined to act with 
quite as much vigor and severity toward him 
as was displayed in the case of Gereral 
Daran, who, a few years ago, having availed 
himself of his position as Senator to violate 
mRitary regulations by the issue of a po- 
litical manifesto, was arrested and kept im- 
prisoned for nearly a year in the Castle of 
Alicante. The manifesto I have sent by 
mail to Biarritz to be cabled thence to 
New York, as the censor is stopping most 
of the telegraphic dispatches sent from here 
on the subject. It is as follows: 

„At the feet of your Majesty, most 
gracious lady, I plead most respectfully to- 
day r satisfaction; which I deem in- 
dispensable to the honor of the Spanish 
arms and my. own character as a soldier. 
From so high a station as the Presidency of 
a State and on an occasion so notable as 
the opening of a Parliament, insults of such 
a character were recently offered to the 
army of Spain that I cannot imagine this 
will pass without a vigorous protest from 
the government of your Majesty. 


Upholds His Army. 

“The brave soldiers who are giving their 
life blood so freely on the fields of Cuba to 
maintain Spain's sovereignty over the island 
have been cravenly and grossly insulted in 
the face of all the world, and confounded in 
a. jumbled execration with these rebellious 
hordes .of bandits, who are unworthy of 
ordinary and humane treatment. The 
methods ‘employed in that war, with the 
approbation of the government of Spain, are 
denounced as infamous, and unworthy a 
civilized people. The orders of the General 
who commanded that army are declared to 
have been brutal and calculated to horrify 
the civilized world. 

„% He who has the high honor of addressing 
your Majesty might speak only of the in- 
justice done to himself. He would pass 
over the insults to himself in silence, but he 
cannot tolerate the accusations, since they 
injure the whale army, wiping away with 
one breath the honor of those invincible, 
generous, and brave soldiers. The General 
who has fought with them, who has lived 
their life, who was honored with the com- 
mand of the largest and most heroic army 
of these times, and whose orders can all be 
summed up in the holy cry of ‘ Viva 
Espana,’ cannot abandon his companions 
in arms; and, as the insults were offered 
where he cannot himself resent them as they 
deserye, he comes to your Majesty today 
asking due reparation to our military honor, 
which lies trampled under foot so long as the 
insults offered by the President of the United 
States of America remain without energetic 
and prompt answer. The offense has been 
public, and ample and immediate ought to 
be the reparation demanded. He who ad- 
dresses your Majesty does not ask it; the 
honor of Spain imperiously demands it. He 
who addresses your Majesty devoutly prays 
that your Majesty will incline the spirit of 
your government to praecure the necessary 
amends in behalf of the Spanish army.

Offensive as the manifesto is, the dis- 
courtesy toward the United States, and 
especially toward the Chief Magistrate of 
the latter, is intensified by the utterances 
ton?ght of El Nacional, the recognized organ 
of General Weyler and of the Coftserva- 
tive leader, Don Romero Robledo, which 
denounces the President of the United 
States as a low born scoundrel,” 
the expression used being “ caneit- 
te,” and adding that, being such, he is nat- 
urally incapable of understanding the laws 
of honor as interpreted by General Weyler. 
Otherwise the latter would have addressed 
his manifesto in the form of a letter to 
President McKinley instead of to the Queen 
Regent.

OATH OF OFFICE ADMINISTERED 


Secretaries of Cuba’s Provisional Gov- 
ernment Sworn In with Elab- 
orate Ceremonies. 


1.—Many people assembled at 
the palace today to witness the swearing in 
of Sefior Rafael Montero, Marquis of Mon- 
tero, Sefior Francisco Zayas, and Sefior 
Laureano Rodriguez as 
provisional government. 

Marshal Bianco, the Captain General, es- 
corted by a number of high Spanish officials, 
the tonsular corps, army and navy officers, 
and politiclans, reached the throne room at 
9 o'clock a. m. A new Bible was open on a 
table, and upon it the Secretaries took the 
oath of fidelity to the Queen, the monarchy, 
and the Spanish government, placing their 
right hands on the Bible and kneeling as they 
repeated the words required. 

Sefior Galvez, President of the Cabinet, was 
first sworn in, and then the oath was adminis- 
tered to the others. To Marshal Blanco’s 
inquiry, “ Do you swear fidelity to Spain, the 
Queen, and Spanish institutions?” ali re- 
plied, ‘* We do.“ 

Marshal Blanco then addressed the offi- 
clals, saying: Consecrated by the oath 
just taken, the autonomous government of 
Cuba is now established in accordance with 
the royal decree of Nov. 27, 1897. Your names 
and the places you occupy in the political 
parties to which you belong are ample guar- 
antees of the liberal policy which the gov- 
ernment expects the new régime to adopt.

When bidding good-by to the Consular 
corps, General Blanco took both of General 
Fitzhugh Lee’s hands. He shook them 
warmly, saying in broken English: “I thank 
vou,“ a distinction which the Captain Gen- 
eral did not bestow upon any of the other 
Consuls. At the conclusion of the cere- 
monies the Captain General remitted the 
death penalty imposed upon persons who 
had been convicted of common crimes. Cable 
messages of congratulation were exchanged 
during the day between Sefior Sagasta, 
Premier of Spain, and Marshal Blanco. 

The new Secretaries have expressed thanks

London, Jan. 2.—The usual quiet of New 
Year's day was disturbed yesterday after- 
noon by a report that Prince Bismarck was 

dead. This rumor, so emphatically made by 
the Evening News, and shouted throughout 
London by the newsboys, created a deep 
Sensation in the minds of the general pub- 
lic and great excitement in newspaper cir- 
cles until a denial was received by the Reuter 
Telegram company. Most Londoners, how- 
ever, went to bed last night in the belief that 
Prince Bismarck was dead, as the dispatch 
to the Reuter company from @amburg was 
only published in this morning's newspapers. 
Inquiries made in London bore out the de- 
nial. Baron d’EcKardtstein, attaché of the 
German Embassy, said no news had been re- 
ceived at the legation, and the officials were 
convinced that the rumor was untrue, be- 
cause, apart from the absence of offic'al 
news, a personal friend of Baron d' Eckardt- 
stein was stayi at the home of Prince 
Bismarck, and would certainly have teie- 
graphed had the rumor been true.

Covernment will approve of the arrange- 
ment arrived at, according to a cable dis- 
patch from Pekin, by which Mr. McLeavy 
Brown and M. Alexieff, the Russian agent 
in Corea, will work the Corean customs to- 
gether. The sh Ministers appear to be 
Somewhat distrustful, so the warships of 
Great Britain which are at present off 
Chemulpo, the Port of Seoul, in order to 
give moral support to Mr. Brown, will re- 
main there for the present. 

A diplomat, talking! over the alleged desire 
of Germany to arrive at an understanding 
with Great Britain on the far Bastern ques- 
tion, explains that the change might be due 
to Germany’s dissatisfaction with her allies. 
Her faith in the Italian army has been shak- 
en by the defeats in Erythrea, and the col- 
lapse of the constitutional government of 
Austria has made the efficiency of that em- 
pire in case of war doubtful. 

In the meanwhile,” the diplomat con- 
tinued, “ Russia and France are allied and 
Emperor William is anxious to secure new 
friends. Therefore, foreseeing the probabil- 
ity of an understanding between Great 
Britain and Japan, Emperor William‘is de- 
termined to array himself on their side. 
Hence bis seizure of a port already hypothe- 
cated to Russia, thereby proclaiming rivalry 
with Russia and friendship with Great 

ritain.” 

It is by no means clear that British in- 
terests are seriously threatened at the pres- 
ent moment, and she can probably well af- 
ford to awalt the spring, when, unless the 
normal conditions are resumed, Great Brit- 
ain will undoubtedly take the steps necessary 
to protect her interests and re#stablish the 
balance of power. 

The Spectator publishes an interesting 
article on Japan’s policy, in which the writer 
regards the Marquis Ito's return to power 
and Japan's offer to assist officers at Pekin in 
drilling the Chinese army and her proposal 
to consent to a postponement of the payment 
of the war indemnity as possibly foreshadow- 
ing a China-Japan alliance. 


Eminent Swedish Scientist Leaves a 
Large Sum to Encourage Ex- 
periments. © 


London, Jan. 1.—The will of the late Alfred 
Nobel, the Swedish chemist and expert in 
high explosives, who died at San Remo, 
Italy, on Dec. 9, 108, has been proved. The 
personalty is valued. at £434,003 ($2,170,465). 
Among the legatees is Alfred Hammond of 
Waterford, Tex., who receives £2,000 ($10.- 
000). About half the estate goes to relatives 
and the remainder is invested, the interest, 
annually to be divided into five prizes of 
about £2,000-($10,000) each. Prizes one, two, 
and three are to be awarded to the persons 
making the most important discoveries in 
physics, chemistry, physiology, or medicine. 
Prize four is to be given to the person mak- 
ing the best literary contribution upon the 
subject of physiology or medicine, and prize 
five is to be awarded to any person who has 
achieved the most or done best things look- 
ing to the promotion of the cause of peace 
throughout ‘the world. These prizes, which 


world, will be awarded by the various Swed- 
ish academies, except the prige for the prop- 
agation of peace, which is left in the hands 
of a committee which is to be elected by the 
Norwegian Parlianient. 


HUNGARY’S DUTY TO AUSTRIA. 


Baron Banffy Says They Must Clin 
to the Old Economic Alli-

Buda-Pesth, Jan. 1-—Baron Banffy, the 
Hungarian Premier, received the Liberals of 
the Diet today, according to custom. He 
said that thirty years’ experience had taught 
Hungary that she must not dissolve the 
present economic alliance with Austria. 
Though, of course, there might be bounds 
to. Hungary’s desire for its maintenance, 
recent events in the Diet, he claimed, were 
entirely unjustified, shook parliamentarism 
to its foundations, and violated its principles. 

Continuing, the Premier remarked that no 
words were strong enough in expression or 
sufficiently energetic to condemn these pro- 
ceedings. But he believed that with the 
help of the King the Liberal party would be 
able to flnd a way out of the difficulties.

The enemy is very active, and has 
fired on the Gxfordshire Regiment, which is 
engaged in convoy duty at Khyber Pass, 
wounding Colonel Plowden and Lieutenant 
Owen.

ONLY A BRIEF SPEECH. 


Appointments to More Important 
Places Announced.

The new government of Greater New York 
was installed today without excitement or 
Pompous ceremony. Mayor Van Wyck re- 
ceived the office from retiring Mayor Strong 
m an every-day sort of way, and then un- 
nounced his appointments.

Brice, was elected a Councilman on the 
Tammany ticket. Mr. Chanler is a relative 
of the Astors. 


Speech Is Very Brief. 


The new Mayor was received in the pri- 
vate office shortly before 12 o’clock by ex- 
Mayor Strong and most of the retiring 
heads of departments. Patrick Jerome 
Gleason, the retiring Mayor of what was 
Long Island City, was also present to wit- 
ness the ceremonies that marked the actual 
beginning of the government of the new 
city. The main office was well filled with 
Tammany men when the new Mayor en- 
tered, leaning on the arm of the retiring 
Executive. A score of stalwart policemen 
were formed in two lines across the office. 

Ex-Mayors Wurster of Brooklyn and Glea- 
son of Long Island City were the first to 
shake hands with the new chief magistrate 
after he was received by ex-Mayor Strong.

' «PERATE STRUGGLE. 


Case Will Probably Be in the Courts 
Long After the Murderer Has Been 
Hanged—Condermned Man Is In- 
elined to Regard His Position with 
Philosophy—No One Is Allowed to 
Approach Him—His Mother Is Kept 
Aloof. 


San Francisco, Cai., Jan. 1.—[Special. ]—Ir 
Theodore Durrant hangs at San Quentin 
Prison on Jan. 7 he will die, in all probability, 
with his case still pending in the courts and 
long after he has been la'd away in the grave 
the bitterly-fought case will be finally de- 
cided. It was thought that when yesterday 
the State Supreme Couft refused to grant a 
writ of probable cau the fight in the 
State courts was ended, But early this morn- 
ing the murderer’s lawyers applied tor a 
writ of supersedeas. The petition was argued 
at some length and promptly denied. 

At 2 o'clock this afternoon Attorney Board- 
man, with this denial of the writ of super- 
sedeas as a basis, applied for a writ of error. 
The Supreme Justices. heard the attorney 
on his petition and refused to grant the writ. 
So far as can be seen now this terminates 
the fight in the State courts. Attorney 
Boardman will again go before the Uaited 
States courts next Monday in an endeavor 
to get a hearing upon his application for a 
writ of habeas corpus upon the ground that 
Judge Bahrs in sentencing Durrant to Lang 
had no jurisdiction. 


Considefing the action of Judges Hawley | 
and De Haven in avoiding giving Mr. Board- 


man an opportunity to argue his applica- 
tion, there is much doubt whether federal 
interference can be. brought about, and 
everything points to the Conelusien that, no 


matter what action may now be taken, it 


will amount to nothing. The attorneys, if 
foiled in the Circuit Court, will make one 
more appeal to the United Btates Supreme 
Court. 


Petition to the Governor. 


In the meantime a petition is being pre- 
pared asking Governor Budd to commute 
Durrant’s sentencé to life imprisonment on 
the ground that the facts brought out in 
the contempt proceedings against Juror 
Smyth show that Durrant did not have an 
impartial trial. It is not expected that Budd 
will take any action. While the attorneys 
wage this desperate battle to save Dur- 
rant’s neck the youthful murderer, with 
hope gone, paces the narrow space of the 
wire cage with restless energy, which tells 
of intense nervous excitement, although he 
is outwardly quite calm. 

Durrant is disposed to be philosophical. 
He said last night to his guards: Well, 
within a week I shall solve the mystery of 
the other side.“ 

The murderer has been an early riser ever 
since his confinement, and was awake long 
before daylight this morning. He greeted 
his guards with A merry New Tear,“ and 
foreed a laugh when they responded:“ Same 
to you, and many of them.“ 

The condemned cell in which Durrant is 
confined is of plain wooden hars, but it is 
surrounded by a wire netting of so fine 
a mesh that the prisoner can ly be seen 
through it. Though Durrant and his par- 
ents scoff at the suggestion of suicide, War- 
den Hale is determined that the condemned 
shall have no opportunity even if he mould 
change his mind. One guard is constantly 
in the cell with Durrant and never takes 
his eyes from the prisoner, awake or sleep- 
ing. Another guard keeps a watch from 


the outside of the cage, while a third sleeps 
rf nearby. 


Two men are always watching 
Durrant. 

When Mrs. Durrant visited her son ves- 
terday she was not permitted to even so 
much as touch his hand or approach nearer 
than three feet to him. She assured him 
that there was still hope, and admonished 
him to keep his courage up and trust to 
Providence to help him. 
allowed to touch him till she is given his 
corpse.

The Emperor spoke very feelingly 
on the subject, referring to the beautiful re- 
lations between the mother and her son, 
who, he remarked, was his mother’s pride. 

The Emperor also said he was glad he 
had sent Dr. von Holleben to Washington 
as German Ambassador to the United States, 
adding that the doctor liked the people of the 
United States and was liked by them, so far 
as his Majesty knew. 

The Emperor asked after Mr. White's rela- 
tives, and this afternoon his Majesty called 
at Mr. White's residence. 

Paris, Jan. 1.—The Czar, in his own name 
and in the name of the Czarina, has sent 
President Faure an effusive telegram ex- 
pressing their sincere good wishes for the 
President and “friendly France.“ Presi- 
dent Faure replied that the words of their 
Imperial Majesties touched the hearts of 
all Frenchmen.”’

Now it is an out-of-the-way nook, 
indeed, where American corn is not used in 
rhe . in the figures of the exports 
for the last six years is a remarkable story 
of development. It indicates changing con- 
ditions in Europe of great importance to 
the economists. In 1891 the United States 
exported 31,000,000 bushels, and in 1892 this 
country sent 77,000,000 bushels. 
Then in 1893 the figures dropped back to 
900,000. Another drop to 42,000,000. fol- 
lowed the next year. In 1805 the present re- 
markable upturn began. The record for 
> that year was about 61,000,000 bushels. In 
71896 we doubled it, or nearly so, sending 
116,600,000 bushels across salt water. It was 
far more than America had ever sold, but in 
1807 the figures went 50 per cent higher, 
And it i still going. Millions of bushels 
are carried each week. Foreign countries 
apparently cannot get enough of our corn. 
To many of their people it is potatoes, flour, 
drink, and glucose. It fattens their stock 
and feeds their beasts of burden. And, best 
et all, for them it is the cheapest food in 
the world today for man and beast. 


Murphy the Great Apostle. 


+ The introduction of American corn into 
l use through European countries has 
a slow and at times a discouraging 

matter. The great apostle in the cause was 

Charies J. Murphy, who was sent as the 

American representative to a Scotch exposi- 

tion some ten years ago. Mr. Murphy con- 

ceived the idea that by patient and intelll- 

gent efforts the people of Europe would be- 

come educated to the use of corn as a food. 

He appeared before the Chicago Board of 
Trade and received some encouragement. 

Then the New York Produce Exchange was 
convinced that Mr. Murphy was on the right 

track, The exchange gave him a financial 

backing which his enterprise needed. Next 

he interested Jerry Ruek, then Secretary of 

Agriculture. Mr. Murphy was given the 
government indorsement, which his project 
needed, and then started in to preach the- 
gospel of American corn through Europe. 
He set up cooking places where dainties 
from cornrheal were given away. Palatable 
cornbread always was to be had at Mr.

. Takes Place of Potato. 


Through England and Scotland corn has 
taken the place to some extent of: the po- 
tato when that crop fails. It is slowly com- 
ing into general use, however, the amount of 
the gpaln now being used showing conclu- 
sively. 

When J. Sterling Morton was Secretary of 
Agriculture the „ of Mr. Murphy was 
discouraged and the work of converting 
Europe to the use of corn was officially given 
up. Secretary Morton could not see the 
benefits of the propaganda, although he Was 
from Nebraska. The wisdom of the mission 
upon which Mr. Murphy labored so long 

and laboriously became apparent years 

after he had given it up for lack of 
encouragement. It was through his 
seal and well-directed endeavors that the 
n farmers found a market for a fair 
percentage of the corn represented in the 
_ @%ports of the closed year. 
Those who believe in Mr. Murphy say that 
the work ought to be now resumed by.the 
new administration and nothing left undone 
to push the advantage already gained to 
the utmost. They claim American farmers 
can produce in corn the cheapest food to be 
had by Europeans and still have a profit 
In its raising. ; - 

Nearly all the corn shipped from America 
Sees direct to Liverpool. The remainder 
es to Cork “for orders.“ The trade is in 
the. hands of a few big Liverpool houses 
with American connections. It is sent from 
that port throughout England and Scotland, 
where it has been largely used in the feeding 
of stock. In the fattening of hogs corn has 
been displacing barley meal, used from time 
immemorial in Great Britain for that pur- 
pose. It has found its way into the manu- 
facturé of glucose and starch. In Ameri- 
ean corn Queen’s health is now drank, 
Owing to the shortage of the rye crop. 
~ When the potato crop is bad, as it was the 
last year through moat of Europe, American 
corn fills in the place ef potatoes for 
many purposes. It is said. the Scot's oat-

THOUSANDS OF HARVESTERS sTART- 
ING FOR THE FROZEN LAKES, 


Lawérers Out of Work During the Win- 
ter Mager for the Season to Open— 
Some Cutting. Has Already Been 
Done, but Colder Weather Is Needed 
~Workmen Are Mostly Satlors and 
Perm Hands—Where Chicago Gets 
ite Supply From, 


— 


Thousands of workingmen in Chicago 
whose summer occupations have been taken 
away from them by the coming of cold 
weather are waiting for the frost to conpiete 
its work of maturing the ice crop. Within 


weather maintains, they will set out for 
scores of lakes and rivers within a radius 
of fifty or sixty miles from Chicago and pile 
into storehouses hundreds of thousands of 
tons of ice—solid comfort to be enjoyed dur- 
ing the heat of the next summer. 
There have been winters when the ice crop 
was all harvested before New Year’s day. 
As # rule, however, the work is done in large 
measure between Jan. 10 and the middle of 
February. 
A. little cutting has been done already this 
winter, though the ice secured és thinner 
than is considered desirable. Ice fourteen 
or fifteen inches in thickness is the favorite 
of the large handlers. It is not too heavy 
for handling nor so thin as to break-easily. 
In direct opposition to the rule that ap- 
plies: to summer harvests the ice crop ma- 
tyres first in the north and later in the south- 
ern. portion of the territory tributary to 
Chicago. So the little cutting that is now 
being done is on the lakes that lie north of 
Chicago. Esch Bros, & Rabe have 200 men 
at work at Loon Lake, Wis,, where they say 
the ice is between ten and twelve inches 
thick. The Metropolitan Ice company has a 


also in progress at Twin Lakes. 

Among the army of from 5,000 to 6.000 men 
who will engage in the work ot gathering ice 
this winter for the use of Chicago people are 
men of many callings. A large brigade will 
be made up of sailors who navigate the lakes 
in summer. The crew of Esch Bros. & Rabe 
now at work is composed largely of these. 
Then there are common Jaborers who are 
employed on contract in the summer, and 
probably half the entire number is drawn 
from the farming country surrounding the 
lakes where the ice is cut. 

Among the points where large amounts 
of ice are cut for Chicago consumption are 
Crystal Wake, III.; La Porte, Ind.; Geneva 
Lake, Wis.; Silver Lake, Wis.; Oconomowoc, 
Wis.; and various points along the Fox 
River in Illinois, along the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral and Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
whys, and in a few of the lakes in Illinois 
south of Chicago, including Wolf Lake. 

The large ice dealers have been watching 
the weather reports for several days and 
at the same time have been besieged by in- 
creasing crowds of men who want work in 
the ice fields when the work begins. 

The dealers say they will feel no anxiety 
concerning the ice crop until the end of 
January, but if by that time there is not 
plenty of ice of the right thickness they will 
begin cutting the best that can be found for 
fear of being left in theiurch. — 

Secretary J. H. Willlams of th 
ton Ice company said yesterday: 

“This is rather early to talk of the sca- 
gon’s crop of ice, for dealers as a rule have 
hardly begun thinking of the harvest.

Volunteer Row. 


INDORSES THE TRIBUNE” 


People Are Now Disgusted with 
the Controversy. 


WARNING IS MOST TIMELY. 


It was the genéral verdict yesterday that 
Tue TRIBUNE had sounded a timely warning 
to the Salvation Army and the Volunteers 
that their quarreling must cease or the sup- 
port of the public would stop The senti- 
ments expressed seemed to meet with hearty 
approval. The expressions of all showed 
how farreaching had beén the disgust over 
the action of the two organizations. 

Dr. H. W. Thomas, pastor of the People’s 
Church, said: 

“The action of Tue Trisune has my 
heartiest approval, It is time something of 
the sort was said. There has been entirely 
too much of this quarrel. I supposed it was 
all over and forgotten and the work going 
on as it should, but now this unfortunate 
affair of Mrs. Booth's illness comes up and 
we are compelled to listen to the whole 
thing again. It is necessary and proper 
thet a newspaper should take up this mat- 
ter and calla halt. They are not only justi- 
fied as to facts, but warranted by public 
opinion. A minister can only reach. the 
members of his congregation in discussing 
such matters, but a newspaper reaches all. 
The whole matter is very unfortunate and 
the good of the work that these people have 
been doing demands that they drop and for- 
get their quarreling, of which the public 
has grown heartily tired.“ 


Bishop Fallows Talks. 


“T am pleased at the decided stand Tur 
TRIBUNE has taken in calling public atten- 
tion to the quarrel between the Salvation 
Army and the Volunteers,“ said Bishop Fal- 
lows yesterday. “I am a Volunteer-man 
straight through, but I am also a great ad- 
mirer of the Salvation Army. I ordained 
Ballington Booth, and after going thorough- 
ly into the merits of the case presented by 
both sides, I decided to tast my sympathies 
with the new organization. The time is 
coming when English rule in the affairs of 
the Salvation Army will cease, and great 
leaders will spring up in every part of the 
world. Ballington Booth merely antici- 
pated that which must come and started, a 
new and even more Christian movement 
than the old. 

“The American church is jealous of its 
institutions. There may be federated 
unions, but there can never be organic 
unions of the English and American 
churches, and the same applies to the mis- 
sionary branches, such as the two organiza- 
tions. The Volunteers are more in harmony 
with the genius of American institutions 
and more closely related to the Christian 
church than is the Salvation Army. 

That the quarrel must cease is certain, 
for nothing but bad results can follow if it 
it protracted. Let the Salvation Army go its 
way, doing the good work that it has always 
done, but let the Volunteers go their way 
likewise, and let a truce be declared on both 
sides so that both organizations can more 
effectively accomplish the noble work they 
have begun so well.“ 


This was the common sentiment among 


people whose opinions were expressed, of 
the laity as well as the clergy, and even the 
members of the two organizations granted 
the justice of the position taken. Both ad- 
mitted that it was probably true. 


Colonel French Talks. 

Colonel French of the Salvation Army 
said that he had never discussed the quar- 
rel in public or taken any part in the dis- 
pute and did not care to appear to be doing 
so now. He was sorry if that was what 
the public thought of the matter and was 
sure that he or none of the officers under 
him had done anything to keep the trouble 
alive. The werk under his charge had gone 
on just the same and whatever quarreling 
may have been done came from the head- 
quarters of the two organizations. He 
thought the rank and file had not been 
greatly affected, although admitting that 
it was somewhat of a hindrance and ex- 
pressing the hope that it could soon be ended. 

The sentiments of Brigadier General Field- 
ing of the Volunteers were almost the same. 
He, too, Was sorry that what had been said 
was given so much publicity. He realized 
the truth of the statements as far as public 
sentiment was concerned and was sorry 
it was true. He had done everything in 
his power to keep the trouble down end even 
to prevent the first outbreak of it, when 
the split in the ranks of the Salvation Army 
occurred. He had realized what it must 
come to and saw what the result would 
be. While he had instructed all the officers 
working under him to treat the Army the 
same as any other religious organization, 
he realized that there was a bitter quarrel 
going on which was entirely foreign to the 
purposes of the organizations. He was sorry 
it was true and wished it could be ended. 

While both officers @xpressed the deepest 
regret at the occurrences and expressed a 
desire to see the end of the quarrel, neither 
of them could promise that anything was be- 
ing done to suppress the bitterness or stop 
the dispute. They both stated that the 
general sentiment of the officers was against 
it, but could give no reason why it 
continued. They could do nothing but make 
the best of it under the circumstances. 


MILLER WILL SUE THE ROAD. 


Traveling Man Complains That a Mich- 
igan Central Conductor Put Him 
Off After He Had Paid Fare. 


J. J. Miller, aged 61, a traveling salesman 
for French & Potter, says he will sue the 
Michigan Central road for $50,000 this week 
on a charge that after he had paid his fare 
he was ejected forcibly from a train near 
Chesaning, Mich., and was eompelled to 
walk two and a half miles late at night. 

“I took a Michigan Central train at 
Owosso on Nov. 18,” said Mr. Miller. “Tf 
had to hurry to catch the train and over- 
did myself. I am subject to sinking spells, 
and in one of these moments of uncon- 
sciousness 1 got off at the wrong station. 
I waited there for the next train. When 
it came I offer#d the conductor my receipts 
and explained to nity the circurhstances of 
my mistake. He d 
I refused to pay my fare a second time. He 
stopped the train on the prairies, grabbed 
me by the arm, and hustled mé off the car. 
He left my two heavy valises beside me. 

By ſ resting frequently I managed to walk 
to the next station. I corresponded with the 
railroad officials, and, while practically ac- 
knowledging the mistake of their conductor, 
they told me that I should have paid my 
fare again. The case is in the hands of my 
attorney, C. &. Miller. The laws of Michl- 
gan prohibit such acts as ejecting pas- 
séngers between stations.“ i

‘DOUBT THE FISH TRUST. 


‘THEIR WARMUSTEND|

DEALERS DO NOT BALIEVE FOREIGN 
CAPITAL IS INTERESTED. | 


Call the Report That English and 
Dutch Merchants Will Invent 
$5,000,000 in the Lakes Called “ the 
Same Old Story” — Present Cendi- 


tion# Render Such a Project Impos-” 


sible—Could Not Compete With the 
Small Fry. 


Little credence is. given the report that 
English and Dutch c@pitalists have formed 
a combination with something like $5,000,000 
back of it to secure control ofthe great lake 
fisheries. During the last two or three years 
several apparently well founded reports to 
the same effect have been circulated, but 
proved to be false. If has been known for 
several years past that English capital has 
been seeking investment in the lake fishing 
industries, but that anything like a success- 
ful attempt to control the fisheries of the 
great lakes could be accompHMahed by a com- 
bination of foreign capitalists, especially 
in the face of the strict fish regulations of the 
many States, has always been regarded as 
little less than impossible. 

According to the story published yester- 


day twenty corporations, Efflish and Dutch, 


had combined, with millions of capital, and 
had succeeded in securing control of the 
fisheries. The deal was engineered, so the 
story goes, by Kdward Corbin of London, and 
the combination is said to be headed by the 
celebrated Noordyne of Aimsterdam. Thou- 
sands of workmen are to be employed, and 
150,000,000 pounds of fish distributed annual- 
ly, while dozena of refrigerating plants and 
storehouses are to be erected, 

The operations of the new fish trust, ac- 
cording to reports, are to be extensive, in- 
cluding not only the taking and shipping of 
fresh water fish to all parts of the world, but 
also the stocking of the lakes and the sys- 
tematic culturé of all kinds of eatable fish. 
Each State bordering upon the lakes has a 
fish commission, and each fish commission 
has its own peculiar laws, but if reports are 
to be relied upon, the trust is confident it 
can overcome the objections of each of these 
commissions, and will also be able to con- 
vince the Legislatures of the several States 
that the fish trust is a splendid thing. 

I don't believe there is anything in the 
a well-known 
down-town wholesale fish dealer. It looks 
very much like the same old flsh story’ 
that has been going the rounds for several 
years, 

Ot course there would be millions in such 
a scheme if the lake could be absolutely 
owned by the trust, but as long as there is 
room left for the thousands of independent 
fishermen I am afraid the trust would find 
the competition too hard to overcome, If 
$5,000,000 were invested in such a scheme it 
would require another $5,000,000 to cover the 
expenses of a successful fight or freezing- 
out of the smaller concerns. It cannot be 
done.“ ‘ 


NEW GARBAGE PLAN IN FORCE. 


Contractors Start to Work Under the 
Five-Year Contract System— 
City in Bad Shape. 


The garbage contractors under the new 
five-year contract system went to work 
yesterday... They found they had a big job 
on their hands. The old contractors, under 
the ward systeth, had done just as little 
work as they well could—practically none 
at all—during the last weeks of their con- 
tracts, and with the exception of the wards 
in charge of Muicaire & Burke the city was 
in a deplorable condition. The latter firm 
has kept its work up for the reason it has 
got a big part of the present contract as well 
as the old one, and the more work it did 
last week and the week before the less it 
will have to do in the future. 

The remainder of the city needed a house- 
cleaning badly, and a thorough one at that, 
and it will take some time before it will 
be in presentable shape. When it is once 
cleaned up, however, ity will be a compara- 
tively easy thing to keep it clean if the con- 
tractors are kept to their work. 

The city has been diwded into about 160 
districts and a collecting team assigned to. 
each. A time scheduleWras been arranged 
for each team with the dea that the house- 
holder may know just when to expect the 
collector and be ready for him. Yesterday 
these teams ran wild. Some of them never 
got around at all, finding they had filled their 
wagons after the. first few garbage boxes 
had been visited. The drivers of others 
were not well enough acquainted with the 
geography of the territory they had to 
cover to find the boxes they were sent to 
take care of. It h the hope of the city 
authorities to get all these matters straight- 
ened out in a few days, hewever, and have 
nee take on the appearance of a clean 
city. 


JOHNSON DIES IN A HOSPITAL. 


Mysterious Prisoner Charged with the 
Murder of Marshal Cox Expires 
After an Operation. 


Charles Johnson, the prisoner in the Coun- 
ty Jail Hospital who was identified by an In- 
diana Sheriff as one of the murdercrs of 
Town Marshal Cox of Waterico, died on the 
operating table yesterday, Johnson was 
wounded in the leg when found by the South 
Chicago polièe and an operation was neces-, 
Bary to save his life. Sheriff Platter, who 
came to Chicago from Waterloo, was posi- 
tive Johnson was one of the murderers, but 
the prisoner denied it. He said he had been 


Shot and robbed by two thugs in a freight 


car near Elkhart, Ind. 

It was supposed Johnson would be able to 
return to Waterloo soon, but he never ro- 
covered consciousness, and died in a few 
minutes. Nothing is known of him Aside 
from the fact he said he was a tramp. John- 
son is not supposed to be His right name, but 
the police have no cle to his identity. He 
refused to say where his horne was, and to 
the last said he was innocent of the murder 
of Cox. 

Cox was killed early on Thursday morning 
by two men who, it is fupnosed, tried to 
break into the De Kalb County Bank. One 
of the murderers was Wouhded, and was fol- 
lowed some distance by à trail of blood. The 
men finally escaped by stealing a horse and 
a buggy, in Which they drove to the Balti- 
more and Ohio-railway tracks, where they 
boarded a freight train. A few hours later 
Johnson was found in South Chicago.

Site Declared to Be Admirable. 


The committee who selected the ridge near 
Blue Island as the location of the new club 
think a better spot could not have been 
found. The land is high and gently rolling 
and bordered by a heavy burr oak grove. 
Suburban trains run out to the spot on two 
roads—the Illinois Central and the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific. Both of these 
roads have a large number of stations on 
the South Side, and a more accessible spot 
from that part of the city could not have 
been selected. Golf experts declare the 200 
acres selected would make one of the best 
natural links in the country. 

The spot is rich in natural hazards, with 
barn and good locations for artificial water 
hazards. The land is on a commanding 
ridge, from whYch a splendid view is ob- 
teined of the country to the east, and a 
more beautiful place for the clubhouse and 
members’ cottages hardly could be found. 
It is the declared intention of the South-

This committee has accomplished its work 
so thoroughly that little remains to be done 
beyond adopting its retommendations, 
choosing a name for, the new club, perfect- 
ing its organization, purchasing the selected 
property, and proceeding to make the re- 
quired improvements. 

It is as good as settled that the property 
referred to in the invitation will be pur- 
chased and that the new grounds will be 
in readiness for use against the opening 
of the golf season.

triguers and revealing his ruling passion in 
his sudden resolve to transfer Alexis into 
a successor worthy to carry on his work. 
The whole gamut of Peter's character was 
sounded, with every note clear and distinct, 
The second act reveled with pictures of 
realism in the building of St. Petersburg in 
storm and flood.

A Berlin newspaper has dared to print 
some sentences from Confucius, which the 
impious consider applicable to the monarch. 
This is one: 

“ Noisy display and pomp, which have only 
a transitory effect on the senses and dec- 
orative effects, have never contributed much 
toward the happiness of a nation.“ 

The police want to put this editor behind 
the bars, and they may succeed. Confucius 
was a native of Shantung, and in his grave 
must be pleased to know that his moral re- 
fiections are being employed for the edifica- 
tion of-a Christian monarch now about to 
invade China for the ostensible object of 
eradicating the alleged religious shortcom- 
ings of that people. The Emperor made a 
speech on Dec. 21 in Graudenz which so 
frightened the Berlin Foreign office that it 
endeavored to suppress the language, which 
says: 

“For our neighbor to the east of us 
(Russia), a.dear and faithful friend of mine 
(ein lleber und getreuer freund), holds ex- 
actly the same political views as I do. 


What Does It Mean? 


These are interesting words, considering 
that they were spoken while inspecting a 
fortress designed for the purpose of check- 
ing a Russian attack. It is a pity that Ger- 
many has no-Prime Minister capable or will- 
ing to explain these words. 

A very few years ago a Polish editor in 
Warsaw was hauled before the political po- 
lice and threatened with Siberia because he 
had dared to print in his paper some ex- 
tracts from a book of mine entitled The 
German Eraperor and His Eastern Neigh- 
bor.” The crime of my friend consisted in 
publishing on. Russian soil the story of a 
German Emperor's manly virtues. The 
police officiel told my friend that such a 
picture was calculated to make the Russian 
Czar suffer by comparison. The German 
Liberals are amazed by their Emperor's 
language, because Russia’s policy has been 
rather conspicuous latterly in persecuting 
the Germans and the Hebrews, with little 
reference either to humanity or to treaties. 

Nearly every post from Berlin tells of Ger- 
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victions for lese majesty are in Prussia, and 
a large proportion of the guilty are minors. 
It ts also painful to note that in any one year 
since the accession of the present Emperer 
more persons have been condemned for 
treason than in any of the six later years of 
William I. 

William II. has provoked Berlin wit into 
endless treasonable utterances, of which here 
are samples: 

Two boys are admiring a picture of their 
Emperor in a shop window, and are puzzled 
over the signature, which has added to it the 
capital letters I. R.,“ to denote “ Imperator 
Rex (Emperor King). One boy asks what 
„J. R.“ means. The other says: You 
dunce. That means Immer Reisefertig’ 
(always ready for a trip).“ 8

been hit off as Der Greise Kaiser, Der 
Weise Kaiser,” and Der Wise Kaiser and 
the traveling Kaiser.” 

Two Berlin boys halted recently opposite 
the newly erected statue.entitled William the 
Great.

The answer Kas: Be- 
cause William II. reserves for himself the 
title, William the Greatest.” 

Two men in a beer shop were discussing 
their Emperor’s speech on the occasion of 
sending his only brother to China, and one in- 
vited arrest by saying: Die flotte Ueber- 
gobt er seinem bruder die rhederei aber 
behalt er für sich.“ This scarcely translat- 
able joke gives us the choice between 
„ Rhederei’’ as an anchorage and as ver- 
bosity—“ the fleet he turns over to his 
brother, but the anchorage (or verbosity) he 
keeps for himself.“ . 

But we must not conclude from such items 
as these that the Emperor is unpopular. 
While he causes considerable anxiety among 
business-men and those who demand consti- 
tutional government, still there is besides a 
large enough body who have no political 
principles which are not ready to yield before 
a comment from the sovereign. 


Havelock-Allan’s Eccentricities. 


The death of General Sir Henry Havelock- 
Allan removes one of the most courageous 
and eccentric figures of the British army 
whom it has been my fortune to meet. A 
few years ago I made his acquaintance at 
one of the grand autumn maneuvers of the 
jerman army, where he caused considerable 
alarm to the English military attaché, to 
say nothing of the staff of the Kaiser. The 
English General rode a magnificent charger 
which he had brought with him from Eng 
land, and the animal followed him about the 
battlefield like a dog when his master pre- 
ferred walking to riding. Wherever there 
was an attack there might be seen Sir Hen- 


ry, flying amid batteries and companies, his. 


long mackintosh sailing in the wind and 
his hunting crop raised like the baton of 
a field marshal. 

When the Emperor gathered his Generals 
about him after the day’s fight for the pur- 
pose of a private discussion all guests and 
foreigners retired beyond earshot except the 
eccentric Sir Henry, who rode straight up 
to the holy presence of the monarch and 
attended the conference as unconcernedly as 
though at Aldershot. 


Indulged by the Emperor. 

Cold beads of sweat stood out upon the 
temples of the other English officers present 
when the madcap General rushed like a 
meteoric shower across the fleld, for every 
one expected sooner or later an explosion cf 
imperial discontent. But the Emperor had 
informed himself beforehand regarding the 
English General's courage and eccentricity, 


so that the police showed him every indul-

bellion and capturing a position under cir-. 


cumstances as miraculous as those which 
‘protected George Washington in the attack 
on Fort Duquesne, 

As a member of Parliament the General 
was a Liberal, but regarded home-rulers as 
traitors, and never hesitated to call them 80 
to their faces, or to plant his fist on thelr 
noses if they protested heedlessly. Several 
fights at Westminster were of his making. 

It is a tribute to his splendid soldierly 
qualities that no harm to him ever resulted 
from his eccentricities. On one occasion 
he rode into a marching procession of home- 
rulers, determined, like Don Quixote, to de- 
stroy them ordie inthe attempt. And it was 
with the utmost difficulty that the good- 


natured police protected him from being. 


dragged from his horse by the incensed mob. 
The police tried in vain to coax him to movs 
on. He would not do so, but obstructed the 
procession, glowering flercely upon those 
wig>tried to get at him. At last one of them 
shouted out, Who is he, anyway?” The 
police answered that this was Sir Henry 
Havelock-Allen, whereupon the whole man- 
ner of the crowd changed, and they sent up 
three rousing cheers for the national favor- 
ite. And thus the episode closed happily, to 
the great relief of the policemen at least. 


Temptation Was Too Strong. 


Before going to India Sir Henry promised 
that he would not go to the front or endanger 
his life. But no doubt the temptation was 
too strong for him when the opportunity 
offered. 

Sir Henry was the son of the hero of the 
Indian mutiny who relieved Cawnpore. He 
was sunstruck when first serving in India, 
and in the Hose of Commons, of which he 
was a member, his mad freaks during the 
hot weather were notorious. : 

He had the command of Aldershot a few 
years ago. One sultry summer morning he 
appeared on parade mounted on a charger 
and stark naked with the exception of a 
helmet. He insisted on drilling his regi- 
ment in this condition. He was prevailed 
on shortly afterward to relinquish his com- 
mand. | 

A few evenings before this escapade he 
startled the camp by charging around with 
a billiard cue under his arm, knocking over 
sentries in all directions.

Several months ago 100,000 troops were 
massed at Viadisvostok and on the Siberian 
frontier. Recently large bodies of troops 
were moved into Manchuria where tbey can 
be speedily transferred to Corea or China. 
Manchuria is no less in Russia’s possession 
than Corea. 

China is alarmed as never before over Ger- 
many’s.aggression and Russia's growing 
power. ‘Additional troops are being raised, 
and the throne is being memorialized from 
all parts of the empire. Many hope the Ef- 
peror will adopt some of the reforms sug- 
gested in Li Hung Chang’s memorial on mill- 
tary and naval defenses of the empire. The 
China Gazette believes Germany's action 
was a signal for a general carving up of 
China, ‘ 

It is claimed that the German Admiral 
tricked the Chinese commander at Kiao- 
Chou by offering his word that the Chinese 
Emperor had consented to Germany's occu- 
pation, and would regard any resistance as 
an act of rebellion.

inexhaustible.”’ 

The Emperor told the Bishop that steps 
were under way to give thorough German 
administration to the territory and to rap- 
idly develop the natural commercial advan- 
tages of Kiao-Ghou. The best expert judg- 
ment will de taken on every step proposed. 
Already measures have been inaugurated to 
interest private German capital. Three 
large companies are forming in Berlin and 
Cologne for this purpose and the Deutsche 
Bank is-identifying itself with several large 
plans in this direction. ) 


Pope Leo Approves. 


Relative to his audience with the Pope 
Bishop Anzer said that His Holiness ” highly 
approved the energy shown by Germany in 
the gigantic task of opening China and pre- 
paring her for the blessings of Christianity 
and civilization.“ The Pope alse expressed 
the apinion that speedy penalty would be 
meted out to China for the last mission mur- 
ders, which would “strike wholesome ter- 
rors into the breast of its heathen govern- 
ment.“ 

The Pope charged Bishop Anzer to convey 
his cordial greegings and wishes to the Em- 
peror, expressing:the-hope-that the further 
measures to be, taken by Germany in China 
would be crowned with success, as Germa- 
ny’s mission Wks aréusing the sympathetic 
interest of all ehristehédom His Holiness 
touched upon the question of a German pro- 
tectorate over the Catholic migsions in Chi- 
na, hitherto considered to be in the hands of 
France, and the Pope further intimated that 
Instructions had recently been sent to the 
Bishops and higher clergy of Germany to 
shape their conduct in regard to the Chinese 
expedition and the enlargement of the Ger 
man navy in consonance with the views of 
the Vatican on these matters. The Em- 
peror decorated Bishop Anzer with the Order 
of the Red Eagle, and the Regent of Bavaria, 
Prince Luitpold, also bestowed a decoration 
upon him. 


Germany Buys Krupp Guns.

Centenary of the Rebellion of 98 
Causes a Row of Promising 
Dimensions.

Dublin, Jan. 1.—- [Copyright, 1898, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.)—The centenary of the Irish rebel- 
lion of 1798 was ushered in here this morning 
by a great torchlight | procession, which 
paraded the principal streets, headed by 
bands of music playing Irish, American, and 
French national airs. Memories of the re- 
bellion are having an unmistakable effect 


in awakening national. feeling in Ireland. 


Daniel Fallon, the Lord Mayor of Dublin for 
1808, had his inaugural procetsion today, and 
for the first time in the memory. of the living 
the English military bands and escorts were 
dispensed with. The Lord Mayor had ar- 
ranged for the attendance of the military as 
usual, but vigorous protests were made by 
the Nationalists through the press againgt 
associating red coats with an Irish civic pro- 
cession in a year which recalls such awful 
memories of barbarities by English soldiery 
in Ireland. The Lord Mayor, in obedierice to 
this outburst, contermanded the invitation 
to the military. 

Thereupon Lord Roberts, the Commander- 
in-Chief in Ireland, forthwith recalled his 
acceptance of the Lord Mayor's invitation 
to the inaugural banquet, and Unionist mem- 
bers of the corporation drew up a protest 
against the insult offered to the Queen's 
soldiers and intimated that they could not 
accept the hospitality of the Mansion House 
either. 

These events have excited a bitter feeling 
in England, a London dispatch reports, and 
but for foreign embarrassments the govern- 
ment undoubtedly would attempt a whole- 
sale suppression of the rebellion celebra- 
tions planned for the current year through- 
out Ireland. 


ANGRY AT EGAN’S APPOINTMENT 


Great Britain Regards the Matter asa 
Blow at Her Imperial

London, Jan. 1.—[Exelusive Cable to the

Sanguinary Combat with Swords in 
France Growing Out of a 
Foul Tackle.

Paris, Jan. 1.—[{Exclusive Cable to the St. 
Louls Globe-Democrat.]—Dangerous as is 
football in the United States, where, accord- 
ing to information received here, a game 
rarely takes place without some of the play- 
ers sustaining more or less serious injuries, it 
is even more perilous here in France, where 
the game has caught on and is now becoming 
exceedingly popular.

The method 
employed was to sew the jejunum, the sec- 
ond intestine, to the esophagus, or tube 
leading to the stomach from the mouth, 
after a plan long since discovered by many 
eminent surgeons, who have embraced the 
mechanical devices of Drs. Nicholas Senn 
and J. B. Murphy of Chicago—the decalci- 
nated bone plate and the Murphy button— 
in performing abdominal operations.

explained by the fact that the pancreatic 
juice, which flows into the duodenum be- 
low the stomach, can digest everything that 
the gastric juice disintegrates. For a per- 
son without a stomach this fluid simply does 
double duty. | 
Is a Freak Operation. 


The removal of the entire stomach, accord- 
ing to a Chicago surgeon, may be looked 
upon as a freak operation of only tem- 
poral value. Abdominal surgery is resorted 
to for growths that tend to close the 
stomach or intestines and for injuries made 
by gunshot wounds or knife thrusts. In 
the case of the stomach the danger is that 
the growth will close the lower opening or 
“pyloric orifice’’ and the patient die of 
starvation. When the entire organ is in- 
volved, as with cancer, the malignant 
growth already hal extended to the glands 
and the other organs. The removal of the 
entire stomach will not cure the patient. 
The growth soon will manifest itself else- 
where and death will come just the same. 


elastic pressure. This gives the most nat- 
ural union end to end.

The scar made is so slight that there is no 
contraction to narrow the opening and de- 
feat the purpose of the operation and make 
another appeal to surgery necessary.

Following the Murphy discovery the in- 
ventive surgeons turned their attention to 
buttons. Dr. Chaput in Paris made one of 
tin that was designed to give pressure with- 
out a spring. It was found that this did noc 
completely separate the tissue, and was 
abandoned. Dr. Czerny at the recent inter- 
natioral congress in Moscow made a report 
in. which he said he had abandoned the 
Czerny-Lembert suture.” He said he found 
that he could operate with the button in 
four minutes, while with the suture the 
operation required from thirty-five to sixty 
minutes, depending on the skill and dexter- 
ity of the surgeon. 

Dr. Murphy’s more recent experiments 
have been to make a button of some material 
that would be absorbed after effecting a 
union of the tissues. He has tried to dis- 
solve in chlorides buttons of aluminium, 
horn, hoof, leather, and iron. With the last 
ramed substance he had the best success, 
the metal rusting away to a considerable 
extent. But rough edges were left that 
would prove irritating, and the doctor went 
back to his first button of nickel and brass. 
That had come to him as an inspiration. So 
far he has been unable to improve it. 

Still another Chicago man has come into 
notice in connection with inventions for ab- 
dominal surgery. He is Dr. J. Frank. He 
has made a button with cups of decalcified 
bone, combining the ideas of Drs. Senn and 
Murphy. The central tube or cylinder he 
makes of rubber. With this instrument a 
suture is used. It has been employed ex- 
perimentally with success. *

When the internal work was demonstrat- 
ed to be feasible by Billroth, three sur- 
geons in Chicago became deeply interested 
in the novel departure. They were Profes- 
sor Theodore Parkes, now dead; Dr. Nich- 
olas Senn, and Dr. J. B. Murphy. They were 
destined to startle the world with the dis- 
coveries they made. 

In 1887, at the International Medical con- 
ess in Washington, Professor Parkes, 
discussing experimental surgery, reported 
the effects on animals of bullet wounds in 
the abdomen and the results of their treat- 
ment in operations, in which the Czerny- 
Lembert suture was used. 

At the same meeting Dr. Senn, then of 
Milwaukee, read an elaborate paper on ex- 
perimental surgery, showing that he had 
successfully used mechanical supports in 
the place of sutures alone for uniting the 
intestines. This had been done first by 
Dr. M. E. Connell of Wauwatosa Infirmary, 
near Milwaukee. He used inabsorbable ma- 
terial that finally found a natural exit from 
the body. Dr. Senn, who was a friend of 
Dr. Connell, and who used to spend his Sun- 
days at the infirmary making experiments, 
conceived the idea of preparing a substance 
that would be -absorbable. It was his pian 
to use something that would hold the parte 
firmly together while they were healing 
and then be digested or absorbed when no 
longer needed. 


Senn’s Decalcified Bone Plates. 

The substance decided upon by Dr. Senn 
was decalcified bone. This is bone with all 
of the mineral ‘matter removed from it by 
treatment with hydrochloric acid. The bone 
was cut in slices to make the plates as one 
cuts a banana.

In July, 1895, a systematic bacteriological 
cxamination of the vaccine used by the de- 
partment was undertaken by the City Bac- 
teriologist at the suggestion of the Assist- 
ant Commissioner, Dr. F. W. Reilly, who 
had suspected its quality.

ficial opening and the patient would live. 

This new and startling method of treating 
abdominal wounds and disorders so stimu- 
lated the profession that the whole surgical 
world was attracted to it. All sorts of at- 
tempts to improve on the design were made. 
Some doctors used plates made out of pota- 
to, paper, turnip, and other vegetables. 
These substances were cut into disks similar 
to the bone plates, a hole was cut out in 
the center corresponding to the hole where 
the marrow had been removed from the 
bone, but the Chicago surgeon's invention 
proved to be better than any of these sub- 
stitutes. It soon wasin general use. 

The chief direction in which it finally was 
endedvored to improve on the Senn method 
was to join intestines end to end, as they 
had been before injury. Dr. Paul of Liver- 
pool, reaching in this new direction, -virtu- 
ally went back to an old principle, tried 
primitively in early days, of the elder stalk 
or the calf's windpipe. He made a cylinder 
of decalcified bone. The ends of the intes- 
tine were drawn over this and united with 
silk stitches. 


Murphy Invents the Button. 

But, as a Chicago man had given the bone 
plate to the world, it remained for another 
Chicagoan to develop the next step in ad- 
vance in intestinal surgery. The medica! 
world hardly expected that these delicate 
operations could be performed in as few as 
four minutes and that the needle and thread 
could be supplanted by a button. But such 
was the invention of Dr. J. B. Murphy. 

In 1880 Dr. Murphy went to Berlin. In a 
shop one day he came across a handbook by 
Courvoisier on gallstones It was a com- 
pilation of cases where patients had suffered 
from the hardening of bile in the gall blad- 
der. It was faithful to the smallest detail 
of the medical history, but with the result 


of each case it dropped the subject. There. 


was an enormous mortality each year among 
women and men of sedentary habits from 
gallstones. But no suggestion was made 
as to a cure. 

Dr. Nussbaum of Munich, a brother of the 
Rev. Father Nussbaum of the Chicago Jesuit 
Church, had advanced the thoery in 1880 that 
it might be possible to unite the gall bladder 
with the intestine and let the bile come out 
through an artificial opening. This had 
made talk among surgeons, and Dr. Wini- 
warter of Prague successfully performed 
the operation. He began on July 20, 1880 
and finally succeeded in November. 1881. 
He made six separate endeavors before the 
connection was made. 

Dr. McFadden Gaston, going a ste be 
ther, used experimentally a rubber Eval 
on the principle that the rubber would cut 
through and make an opening, just as a thin 
rubber around one’s finger will cut through 
the skin in time. This operator made a suc- 
cessful experiment with a dog.

ity was from fifty to sixty days, and also 


that the period of efficiency for the glycerin-* 


ated vaccine that could be uniformly as- 
sured was from 120 to 150 days. It was 
therefore found to be most satisfactory to 
use vaccine matter that had been treated, 
on the average, 100 days. 


System Suspended for a Month. 

Meanwhile, when the wory points had been 
found to be impure the system of public 
vaccination by the department previously 
in vogue was entirely suspended. One month 
later, when the department had discovered 
a satisfactory glycerinated lymph, the work 
was resumed at public vaccination stations 
in every part of the city. That was in Au- 
gust. 1895, and from that time dates the 
regular and systematic use of the improved 
form of vaccination now “ discovered in 
England. The glycerinated vaccine used 
by the Chicago department was then and 
is now manufactured by the Dr. H. Welcher 
Fluid Vaccine Institute of Milwaukee. 

It is now a definite provision that the vac- 
cine delivered to the department for use 
shall be a sixty-day emulsion in glycerine 
and it is so arranged in the department that 
the entire lot received can be used during 
the succeeding thirty or forty days. The 
vaccine is brought to the city in lots of 5,000 
tubes. Each tube contains sufficient for a 
Single vaccination. They are packed in 
boxes containing ten tubes each. From each 
lot ten boxes are selected indiscriminately 
for a systematic bacteriological and clinical 
examination with uniformly favorable re- 
sults. Now, after more than two years’ per- 
sonal use and supervision of the use of up- 
wards of 200,000 tubes of glycerinated lymph, 
Dr. E. Garrott of the City Health depart. 
ment says: “I have, never found any vac- 
cine that was so promptly and uniformly 
successful in producing typical results.“ 

The outcome of the thirty months work 
under this new system is proof enough of its 
value and cf the wisdom of the English 
health authorities in adopting it; even if they 
are late about it and their newspapers have 
claimed it for their own. During the year 
1897 only eight cases of smallpox occurred 
in Chicago in a population of almost 2,000, - 
000. Two of these came from other cities 
with the disease and the other six acquired 
it from these two. The last case in the city 
was on May 12 last. And now in midwinter, 
at the season when the disease used to rage, 
there is absolutely not a sign of it in the 
city. This record is the eulogy of.the mod- 
ern system introduced to public notice by 
Chizago’s health officers.

book A Short History 
l terature, but to oe 
who are not as intimately acquainte 
Sin an earlier English period, Chaucer, 
with whom the book begins, scarcely seems 
modern. Few livi writers are included in 
this volume, which ends with Walter Pater. 
Believing that the more modern writers will 
prove of strongest interest to my readers, I 
will confine my quotations from the book 
to the period following and including Robert 
Burns. I have said that Mr. Gosse writes 
without prejudice, byt that does not mean 
that he writes without opinions. He has 
plenty of the latter, and they are expressed 
in forcible English. On the subject of the 
Edinburg and the Quarterly Mr. Gosse flies 
in the face of popular opinion, which has 
always placed these periodicals upon a ped- 
al. He says: 
we Readers of the early numbers of the 
Edinburg and Quarterly will today be sur- 
prised at the emotion they caused and the 
power which they wielded. They are often 
smart, sometimes witty, rarely sound, and 
the style is, as a rule, pompous and diffuse. 
The modern reader is irritated by the 
haughty assumption of these boyish review- 
ers, who treat genius as a prisoner at the 
bar, and as in all probability a guilty pris- 
oner. The Quarterly was in this respect a 


worse sinner even that the Edinburg; if. 


Jeffrey worried the authors, Gifford post- 
tively bit them. This unjust judging of lit- 
erature, and particulariy of poetry—what Is 
called the “slashing” style af criticism— 
when it is now revived, is usually still pros- 
ecuted on the lines laid down by Jeffrey and 
Gifford. It gives satisfaction to the review- 
er, pain to the author, and a faint amusement 
to the public. It has no effect whatever on 
the ultimate position of the book reviewed, 
but, exercised on occasion, it is doubtless a 
useful coumer-irritant to thoughtless or 
venal eulogy. If so, let the credit be given 
to the venerable blue-and-yellow and brown 
Reviews.“ 5 


High Praise for Burns. 


Mr. Gosse does not share Mr. Henley’s 
opinion of Burns. and, for the matter of that, 
who does? “ With Burns,” he writes, “ the 
reserve and quietism of the eighteenth cen- 
tury broke up. There were no longer Jesuit 
rules of composition, no longer dread of en- 
thusiasm, no longer a rigorous demand that 
reason or intellect should take the first place 
in poetical composition. Intellect, it must 
be confessed, counts for little in this amaz- 
ing poetry, where instinct claims the whole 
being, and yields only to the imagination. 
After more than a century of sober, thought- 
ful writers, Burns Appears, a song-intox!- 


cated man, exclusively inspired by emotion 


and the stir of the blood.“ And, he adds, 
„ Burns is not merely the national poet of 
Scotland: he is, in a certain sense, the coun- 
try itself; all elements of Scotch life and 
manners, all peculiarities of Scotch tempera- 


ment and conviction, are found embroidered 


somewhere or other on Burns’ variegated 
singing robes.” 

In summing the work of Wordsworth 
and Coleridge. Mr. Gosse says: Had Words- 
worth passed away in 1815 instead of 1850 
English literature had secarcély been the 
poorer. Of Coleridge there is even less to 
be said. His career was a miserable tissue 
of irregularity. domestic discord, and fatal 
indulgence in opium.“ 

He is, however, a great admirer of Words- 
worth at his best. Southey he dismisses by 
saying that he was not in any intelligible 
sense himself a poet.“ 


Scott’s Name Immortal. 


For the great Sir Walter Mr. Gosse feels 
something akin to worship, not as a 
poet, but as 4 novelist: ‘“* Walter Scott, so 
long a European force, has now, foiled by 
the victory of the school of Balzac, retired 
once more to the home he came from, but on 
British soil there is as yet no sign of any 
diminution of his honor or popularity. Con- 
tinental criticism is bewildered at our un- 
shaken loyalty to a writer whose art can 
be easily demonstrated to be obsolete in 
many of its characteristics. But English 
readers confess the perennial attractive- 
ness of a writer whose ‘tone’ is the most 


é 


„perfect in our national literature, who has 


left not a phrase which is morbid, or petu- 
lant, or base, who is the very type of that 
generous freedom of spirit which we are 
pleased to identify with the character of an 
English gentieman. Into the persistent ad- 
miration of Sir Walter Scott there enters 
something of the militant imperialism of 
our race. 

Mr. Gosse is in good company when he 
praises that impeccable Jane Austen, 
whose fame becomes every day more inac- 
cessible to the devastating forces of time 
and shifting fashion. Macaulay, Tennyson, 
and Thackeray placed her ‘longside of 
Shakspeare, and Mr. Gosse inclines to their 
opinion. 

“There is,“ he says, no other English 
writer who possesses so much of Shaks- 
peare’s inevitability, or who produces such 
evidence ofa like omniscience. Like Balzac, 
like Tourgenieff at his best, Jane Austen 
gives the reader an impression of knowing 
everything there was to know about her 
creations, of being incapable of error as to 
her acts, thoughts, or emotions. She pre- 
sents an absolute illusion of reality; she ex- 
hibits an art so consummate that we mis- 
take it for nature. She never mixes her own 
temperament with those of her characters, 
she is never swayed by them, she never loses 
for a moment her perfect, serene control of 
them. Among the creators of the world, 
Jane Austen takes a place that is with the 
highest and that is purely her own.“ 

And yet her greatest novel, Pride and 
Prejudice,” went a begging among the pub- 
lishers for twenty years! *

This should 
give us the note for a comparative estimate 
of Byron: in quality of style he is most un- 
equal, and is never, perhaps, absolutely 
first-rate; but as an example of the literary 
temperament at its boiling-poini, history 
records no more brilliant name, 
The great trouble with Byron, according 
to Mr. Gosse, was that in his haste to be 


famous he wrote before he had learned the 


Shelley, though closely allied with Byron 
in many respects, was only slightly affected 
by him. His intellectua! ardor threw cut, 
not puffs of smoke, as Byron’s did, but a 
He is not always transparent, 
but always translucent, and his mind moves 
ethereally among incorporeal images and 
pantheistic attributes, dimly at times, yet 
p lways clothed about with radiant purity. Of 
the gross Georgian mire not a particle 
stuck to the robes of Shelley. His diction 
is curiously compounded of forcible, fresh 
mintages, mingled with the verbiage of the 
lyric poets of the eighteenth century, so that 
at his best he seems like Aeschylus, and at 


| bis worst merely like Akenside.“ 


Keats Thoroughly English. 
Keats Mr. Gosse pronounces “ the master 
spirit in the evolution of Victorian po- 
etry,” and he adds: “ No poet save Shaks- 


peare himself is more English than Keats; 


none presents to us in the harmony of his 
verse, his personal character, his letters, 
and his general tradition, a figure more com- 
pletely attractive, nor better calculated to 
tire the dreams of a generous successor.” 
Charles Lamb he declares to be “ the most 
beloved of English authors,” though it 
was not till the age of 45 that he. began 
to immortalize himself with the essays 
of Elia. Mr. Gosse makes short work of one 
of Lamb’s best known contemporaries: 
„De Quincey is sometimes noisy and flatu- 
lent, sometimes trivial, sometimes unpar- 
donably discursive. But when he is at his 
bost, the rapidity of his mind, its lucidity, 
its humor and good sense, the writer’s pas- 
sionate loyalty. to letters, and his organ- 
melody of style command our deep respect.” 
“ Bulwer Lytton he also dismisses with a 
few words. For Disraeli, who wrote some- 
what in the same vein, he has more praise. 


“His early novels,” says Mr. Gosse, were 


baffling miscellanies of the wildest and the 
most foppish folly combined with rare polit- 
ical wit and a singular clairvoyance. A like 
inconsistency marked their style, which is 
now almost crazy in its incoherence, and 


„now of a florid but restrained beauty to 


which Bulwer, with all his machinery of 
rhetoric, never attained.” 

I do not think that Mr. Gosse quite appre- 
ciates Dickens, though he tries to do him 
justice. Realistic as he usually is, real he 
is scarcely ever.“ he writes. To my mind He 
is quite as real as realistic, and I think that 
his characters are something more than 
‘‘enchanting marionettes.” With Thack- 
eray he is more sympathetic. Those of us 
who love that great master are at one with 


him in his praise. 
Thackeray a Contradiction. 


“ Thackeray,” asys Mr. Gosse, is more 
dimeult to describe im a few words than 
perhaps any other author of his merit. He 
is a bundle of contradictions—slipshod in 
style, and yet exquisitely mannered; a stu- 
dent of reality in conduct, and yet carried 
‘away by every romantic mirage of senti- 
ment and prejudice; a cynic with a tear in 
his eye, a pessimist that believes the best 
of everybody. The fame of Thackeray 
largely depends on his -palpitating and al- 
most pathetic vitality; he suffers, laughs, 
reflects, sentimentalizes, and meanwhile we 
run beside the giant figure, and, looking 
up at the gleam of the great spectacles, we 
share hisemotion. His extraordinary power 
of entering into the life of the eighteenth 
century, and reconstructing it before us, is . 
the most definite of his purely intellectual 
claims to our regard. But it is the char- 
acter of the man himself—plaintive, affec- 
tionate, protean in its moods, like April 
weather in its changes—that, fused with un- 
usual completeness into his works, pre- 
serves for us the human intensity which ic 
Thackeray’s perennial charm as a writer.“ 

Mr. Ruskin is one of the few living writers 
included in Mr. Gosse’s book. Full of in- 
tellectual shortcomings and moral incon- 
sistencies as is the matter of Mr. John Rus- 
kin, his manner at its best is simply incom- 
parable. ... Mr. Ruskin’s enthusiasm 
having fired more minds to the instinctive 
quest of beauty than that of any other man 
who ever lived, we are gullty of no exaggera- 
tion if we hail him as one of the first of 
benefactors. Yet his intellectual nature 
was from the start imperfect, his sympa- 
thies always violent and paradoxical; 
were whole areas of life from which he was 
excluded; and nothing but the splendor and 
fullness of his golden trumpets concealed 
the fact that some important instruments 
were lacking to the orchestra. It.is as a 
purely descriptive writer that he has al- 
ways been seen at his best, and here heis 
distinguished from exotic rivals—at home 
he has had none—by the vivid moral excite- 
ment that dances, an incessant sheet-light- 
ning, over the background of each gorgeous 


passage.“ 
Finds Fault with Carlyle. 


Of Carlyle Mr. Gosse says: His bleak 
and rustic spirit, moaning, shrieking, roar- 
ing, like a wild wind in some inhospitable 
Northern woodland, had caught the ear of 
the age, and sang to it a fierce song which 
it found singularly attractive. First, in 
subject. . Unjust to human effort, he 
barks at mankind like an ill-tempered dog, 
angry if it is still, yet more angry if it moves. 
A most unhelpful physician, a prophet with 
no gospel, but vague stir and turbulence of 
contradiction. We are beginning now to ad- 
mit a voice and nothing more, yet at worst 
what a resonant and imperial clarion of a 
voice!” : 

Mr. Gosse does not give Tennyson his place 
in Engli literature. ‘“‘ The fame of Ten- 
nyson,” he thinks, 1s still, and must for 
some years continue to be, an element of dis- 
turbance in our literary history. A genera- 
tion not ander the spell of his personal mag- 
nificence of mien will be called upon to de- 
cide what his final position among the Eng- 
lish poets is to be, and before that happens 
the greatest of the Victorian luminaries will 
probably, for a moment at least, be shorn 
of some of his beams.“ 

Nor does Mr. Gosse attempt to give Brown- 
ing his final place. He would be safe, how- 
ever, I think, in predicting for him a seat as 
high among the gods as any English poet 
since Shakspeare. : ;

in Realty—Views of Dealers, 


Confidence in the real estate market has 
not been so universal among dealers dur- 
ing recent years as at the present time. 

All are certain that a gradual revival is at 
hand, and that 1898 will be satisfactory in 
every department of their business. Con- 
ditions are more favorable for good returns 
on investments, capital has accumulated, 
and every phase of the situation is encour- 
aging. 

Dealers are agreed that there is little pros- 
pect of a boom, but they are equally of the 
opinion Chicago has already suffered enough 
from inflated values, and do not wish a 
repetition of former experiences in this re- 
spect. The large amount of prospecting for 
£004 investments in acres, down-town hold- 
ings, and desirable building lots during re- 
cent weeks augurs well for the predicted 
revival in the general market. 

Leasing agencies are equally confident of 
better returns this year than last. Business 
houses are figuring on extending their 


plants to meet the increased demand of a 


revival in trade, new tenants from out of 
town are figuring on locations in this city, 
and the vacant space in wholesale and job- 
bing buildings, it is generally believed, will 
soon be filled. 

There is a healthy conditions of affairs all 
along the line. 

A number of the prominent real estate 
dealers were interviewed by Tae TRIBUNE 
on the outlook for 1898, and are unanimous- 
ly of the opinion that the market will be 
decidedly better than during recent years. 
They base their predictions on the present 
inquiry for property and the healthy condi- 
tion of business in general. Thestatements 
of these dealers follow: 


W. D. Kerfeot & Co. 


W. D. Kerfoot & Co It cannot be said 
that the real estate market for 1897 showed 
any marked improvement over 1896, yet con- 
ditions were such at the end of the previous 
year that no great change could reasonably 
be expected. Previous panics have taught 
the lesson that even with an improvement 
of conditions of general business real es- 
tate has always been the last commodity 
to recuperate. Liquidation steadily went 
forward during the year and the total of 
judicial sales exceeded that of 1896. This, 
however, was to be expected, as a number of 
loans made previous to the panic of 1893 ma- 
tured during the year, and owing to shrink- 
age in values, especially of buildings, renew- 
als could not be secured, and foreclosure was 
the result. Down-town property has, as 
usual, felt the éffects of the panic less than 
any other class of property, and as it is gen- 
erally in strong hands no merked depre- 
clation has been demonstrated. Activity 
in acres after a period of depression has 
always been the sign of a renewal of activ- 
ity of the general real estate market? While 
no candid observer anticipates a boom in 
real estate.this year, yet with the general 
improvement in nearly every channel of 
trade, the tendency towards lower rates of 
interest, and the assured future of Chicago, 
it can safely be predicted that 1898 will show 
a marked improvement over the condition 
of 1897.

Marvin A Farr—Present evils always ap- 
wear greater than those past. The sorrow 
of yesterday is forgotten in the anxiety 
of today. During any period of commereial 
depression the expression is prevalent that 
never before did so malign a condition ex- 
ist, Never before did the future look so 


black and a happy outcome so hopeless.. 


For four years past real estate brokers and 
ovorladen owners struggling under their 
burdens of interest and taxes have wuited 
and felt that this is the blackest night 
that ever fell. They have forgotten or have 
never read af former like periods. My own 
impression is that, barring possible for- 
eign complications of the national govern- 
ment, never before at the end of a panic 
were conditions more favorable or did the 
tuture for real estate in Chicago look more 
bright. Industries have revived; trade, 
both foreign and domestic, has been enor- 
mous; crops have been abundant; yet un- 
einployed capital is plentiful and is al- 
ready looking to real property. Real es- 
tate is much more strongly held than after 
i878. A large percentage of foreclosures 
has been of bad loans of poor building 
societies. The outlook is bright, if only the 
people will shake off their apathy and en- 
list In some of the reforms needed. We 
want fair and equal taxation of all prop- 
erty. We want fair nominations and vlec- 
Tiens. We want more local patriotism. 
Tho future of real estate in Chicago is to be 
largely what our citizens make It.

B. A. Fessenden of Fessenden & High— 
The real estate market of 1898 will be better 
than that of 1897; how much better will de- 
pend on outside conditions. There is a gen- 
eral feeling of confidence in all directions. 
Owners of unjmproved business property 
stand ready to put up first-class buildings 
for first-class tenants. In fact, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars are waiting to go into 
improvements if tenants want them. and 
such tenants are beginning to look about. 
There is a large amount of capital seeking 
investment in the central district and in fees 
under ninety-nine-year leases, but though 
we have several properties which are a safe 
purchase at a satisfactory rute of income, it 
is still hard to close deals. Men have not 
yet fully recovered their belief in their own 
judgment and dre apt to consult their friends 
and. outsiders—brokers: know what that 
means. Central property as a whole holds 
its price. Freor and more rapid transporta- 
tion, all focusing in the central district, has 
held value, though at the expense of outly- 
ing business districts. There is beginning to 
be a healthy inquiry for close-in property on 
or in the vicinity of the railroad tracks suit- 
able for storage or manufacturing, for the 
use of the purchasers. As such property is 
largely held by business-men it can be ac- 
quired at its right value. Things look better 
all around.

Edgar M. Snow & Co.—We believe that 
improved conditions in the general business 
situation, as well as Phe better tone mani- 
tested in the real estate market of late, 
fully warrant the prediction that the year 
1808 will show a marked improvement in 
the volume of real estate transactions over 
that of several years last past. The Rec- 
order’s office for the last half of 1807 shows 
many transfers of acre tracts desirably lo- 
cated for subdivision purposes, and this fact 
above,, perhaps. all others indicates a re- 
turn of prosperity to the real estate holder 
and the broker.

It is a fault in which all 
gociety participates, and perhaps no general 
answer could be given to Dr. ‘Benson's ques- 
tion that would be so convincing as the 
pregnant aphorism of Lacassagne: 

“Byery society has the criminais that it 

deserves. 
There is an evident analogy between the 
social organization and the organisms of the 
individual. Society as a whole represents a 
certain amount of conscience arid a certain 
amount of will. It falls short of the perfec- 
tion of its best members; it represents a 
higher morality than is represented by its 
worst members. Its duty is exactly sim- 
Uar to the duty of the individual. In every 
man there are evil tendencies. The motives 
that actuate the most vicious criminals have 
their faint reflex in people who are far re- 
moved from the criminal classes. But when 
it comes to the totality of those qualities 
which make up the complete man, the will 
und the conscience correct those evil tend- 
encies in the better man, while they are al- 
lowed to develop in his criminal brother be- 
cause of a lack of will and conscience. 

Now it is manifest that if society culti- 
vated the will and the conscience as the good 
man cultivates them, the result would be 
much the same in the life of society as it is 
im the life of the individual. But society 
does not do this. If it did the environment 
in which Christopher Merry was brought up 
could never have existed. That environ- 
ment is possible only where there is a mon- 
strots avoidance of a plain duty on the part 


has no right to permit such conditions to 
exist within its borders. In this matter it 
is directly at fault. It does practically 
nothing. Its example is the very worst kind 
of an example. It encourages filth, invites 
disease, propagates crime. All the remedial 
agencies that are acting with intelligence, 
with humanity, and with a high moral pur- 
pose throughout the sections where such 
men as Merry are born and bred are but vol- 
untary associations of philanthropic citi- 
zens.

There is an insufficiency 
of air and of light, a superabundance of 
dampness and of filth, Modern improve- 
ments are unknown. Within the walls of 
tumble down shanties or larger barren and 
barnlike structures there is not a single thing 
to please the eye, cultivate the mind, or ele- 
vate the soul. There is unavoidable con- 
tact with the low, the base, the brutish, and 
the wicked. The common ambition of the 
inmates is to satisfy their, sensual appetites. 
In such neighborhoods a saloon is the com- 
mon rendezvous; the commonest form of 
social pleasure is a drink. The conscience 
and the will of the people of Chicago are 
typified in a saloonkeeper who sits in the 
Common Council and helps to make laws for 
the government of the municipality. 
There is a certain school of philosophers 
who reply to «his kind of an indictment by 
repudiating the obligation of society in the 
premises. This is especially true in the 
United States, where the word socialism has 
come to be a veritable bogy. More partlcu- 
larly still, it is true in the rural districts of 
the United. States, where there is a woeful 
ignorance of urban needs and urban de- 
velopment, or degeneration, rather. During 
thé fight against the notorious street railway 
bills at Springfield ast wintcr_and spring 
an Honorable, honest, and able member of 
the Legislature from one of the country 
districts who did not wish to favor a railroad 
steal was fully as much alarmed at the talk 
of municipalization as he was at the meth- 
ods of the boodling companies and poli- 
‘ticians. He said he regarded that talk as 
the menace of socialism, and socialism was 
his bugbear. In his opinion, a boodler was 
not as dangerous a member of society as 
a socialist. This man had got his ideas from 
a narrow line of law reading and from the in- 
heritance of certuin notions on the subject 
of individualism which had full sway in the 
country for many years. The inheritance 
could be traced back to the time when there 
Were no American cities in the modern ac- 
ception of the term. He did not know what 
acity was. He did’ not know that Chicago 
and New York today were approaching 
closer and closer to European conditions. 
He did not realize, when he spoke, that the 
great increase in our population during the 


our vile alleys, 


— 


old tenement houses should come down, 
They have decreed that filth should give way 
to cleanliness, that disease should give way 
to health. Though obliged to support a 
larger population on a smaller area than 
we are in any district of Chicago, they never 
neglect the two principals of sanitation and 
purification. They would not tolerate such 
nasty, ill-smelling, -ill-paved streets as we 
have in this city. They would not tolerate 
After a quarter of a cen- 
tury and more of splendid reform work 


these things would be almost incomprehen- 


public. resorts in which they may feel the 
pride of ownership. Thus this socialism, of 
which British cities in particular are ac- 


used, is finally an appeal to what is manly. 


The public is simply coming into its own, 
both as regards the instruments of culture 
and as regards the profits of public fran- 
chises. We see here a very good illustra- 
tion of what may be accomplished by a 
will and a’conscience in a municipal organ- 
ization and how clear fs the analogy between 
that organization and the organism of the 


‘individual man. 


There is another school of. philosophers 
who are inclined to exculpate society by a 
reference to the physical and mental anom- 
alles of the criminal classes and by a further 
reference to the subject of heredity. They 
would explain Merry by the measurements 
of his head and the weaknesses that had 
been transmitted to him through his father, 
and then throw up their hands and go their 
ways, as if that were the end of the ques- 
tion. But their statistics are not of much 
value after all. 


We read that the elder Merry was a vic- 
tim of drink, that he finally became the 
worst kind of a drunkard, gave up work 
entirely, and succumbed to his excesses. 
We know that young Merry is considered 
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outward. His small, unobtrusive nose, his 
thick neck, and animal expression, together 
with the other elements already noticed, 
are but corroborative and are not to be 
looked upon as being fundamental.” 

There is nothing, in fact, that is more fal- 
lacious than general deductions from per- 
sonal appearance or from peculiarities of 
physical structure. Let us examine some of 
the details of this description for proof. 
First we read that the middle and lower 
subdivisions of his face, the purely animal 
parts, are prominent.“ There is nd reader 
of this article who cannot call to mind people 
within the circie of his acquaintance of 
whom the same may be said, ani who are by 
no means criminal. Heavy jaws are often 
taken to denote strength without any vicious 
tendencies whatever. As for the receding 
forehead. although this is often looked upon 
as.a criminal characteristic, it is none the 
leas true that very Many men of great intel- 
lectuality and of high morality have had 
receding foreheads. The forward projecting 
upper jaw is often seen in people of good dis- 
position dnd happy temperament. fo little 
may we judge by these signs that the books 
are full of confusion when they come to the 
subject of cranial and cerebral character-~ 
istics.

In this, as the market 
records show. they have been badly mis- 
taken. Other lots came from Armour, 
Weare, Seaverns, and their fellow elevator 
men, who had the wheat in store or were 
eonfident of their ability to get it in time 
for delivery.. The very nature of the elevator 
business makes proprietors short sellers, 
They may not be bears, so far as belfeving 
in’ a lower range ef values goes, but their 
opportunities for successful speculation are 
mostly on the short side. Thus an elevator 
owner may fill his bins with wheat which 
costs him ti cents a bushel. .. There is a bulge 
to 70 cénts, and he sells out the entire lot at 
a profit of five centsa bushel.

Wheat kept goſng out of Chicago in 
large quantities, and one day the shorts 
were brought to a realization of their sad 
‘ondition. They had oversold the market 
eavily, contract stocks were down to 1.100.

To add to their troubles, about 
this time the name of Leiter was given up 
as that of the principal in the deal, and 
notice Was sent around that he did not care 
to settle in the usual way.

They are wiser than they 
were a few years ego, and the for rent 
signs along the street are more numerous, 
These storekeepers are doing what they

favorable. Compelled to empty their bins 
by actual delivery and shipment, elevator 
men generally know how to refill them oh 
short notice at the minimum of expense, for 
they keep advised as to stocks and move- 
ments at primary points, and have facilities 
for bringing wheat they may need into Chi- 
cago quickly and economically. 


Armour Enters the Fight. 


Mr. Armour is probably the controller of 
more elevator capacity than any other man 
in the world. During the flurry in Septem- 
ber and through the subsequent months of 
October and November he sold heavily for 
December delivery. Transfers made to the 
Leiters and paid for by‘them about the mid- 
dle of last month show the aggregate of 
these sales to have been in the neighborhogd 
of 3,000,000 bushels. Mr. Armour did not 
have this amount of wheat, or even any con- 
siderable. part of it,.in store at that time, 
but he relied upon his ability as a merchant 
to get it, andin this he was not disappointed. 
The price at which he sold to Leiter and the 
price he was finally compelled to pay in 
order to make good his contracts form a 
secret known only to the two principals and 
their confidential agents, and they will not 
tell. If it could be ascertained, then the 
profits. of the bull campaign ‘might be ac- 
curately figured. Other elevator owners fol- 
lowed Mr. Armour’s example. The Weares, 
Seavernses, and men of like high standing in 
the trade sold freely, and thé buying was 
all done on account of Leiter. He took 
everything offered and called for more. 
From first to last his cry was Wheat. More 
wheat. Bring on your wheat.’’ 


Predicament of the Shorts. 


This was the situation at the opening of 
December, with the price firmly fixed at 
about 96 cents. Leiter was long 10,000,000 
bushels, stocks were decreasing every day; 
and the capacity ef the lake marine was 
taxed to the utmost in carrying the grain 
for export. Winter was at hand, North- 
western ports, from which the bulk of the 
wheat needed by the elevator meh must 
come, were beginning to freeze up. The out- 
ook was a gloomy one for the shorts. Con- 


}.trary to expectation, the strong murket 


was not attracting shipments to Chicago, 
and it Was.evident something much, out of 
the usual course must be attempted. It 
was then the magnificent equipment con- 
tralled by Mr. Armour was put in action. 
How his agents scouted the Northwest, 


‘bought 3,600,000 bushels of wheat, over- 


came the obstacles of unfriendly nature, 
and got the grain into this city in time to 
save the business reputation of their chief 
has already been graphically told in Tun 
SUNDAY ‘TRIBUNE. It was an achievement 
unt qualed in the commercial history of the 
world. It is said that during the hours of 
uncertainty preceding the actual receipt 
here of the much wanted grain, Mr. Ar- 
mour Was at times nervous and apprehen- 
sive. He had good reason to be worried. 
It was not a matter of money. He could 
bay out ten times the amount involved with- 
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can now, but some things strenuoasly resist 
change. Many are suing the Loop company 
for damages. A business-men’s association 
has been formed, new lighting and cleaning 
plans are being agreed upon, and a general 
effort made to better the condition of the 
street. But the task is large. 

A prominent North Side society woman 
who has made purchases in half the big cities 
of this country and Europe declares that 
Chicago is the worst city in the world fur 
shoppers. A limited retail district, congest- 
ed streets. and crowds everywhere make 
buying small articles in the down-town dis- 
trict a most difficult and patience-trying 
task. If it were not for the superiority of 
Chicago's great department stores and their 
methods, she declares, half of the purchases 
now ‘made down-town would be forced to 
the local stores scattered about the outlying 
parts of the city. Asked what spot she had 
particularly in mind as difficult to pass 


and said he was sorry the amount was not 
twice as large. Once again the trade was 
surprised. With the passing of so much 
wheat in settlement of trades a break in 
values was looked for, but December hung 
stubbornly around the dollar mark. It was 
argued-that Leiter must have all the wheat 
he cared to carry through the winter, and, 
with this source of buying cut off, the mar- 
ket ought to weaken. But it didn't for sev- 
eral days, at least not until the Leiters re- 
peated their selling tactics and turned more 
profits into cash. 

According to popular belief the og teh 
of 8,000,000 bushels left a 2.000, 00-bushel 
shortage to be settled for, and, as there was 
no way to get this grain into Chicago, pre- 
dictions were made that the shorts would 
have a merry time making good their con- 
tracts in the closing days of the month. 
Again there was a surprise. The market 
was utterly featureless. The Leiters gave it 
no particular support, and prices ranged 
from 96 cents down to 94 cents, closing the 
final day at 95 cents. This was considered 
all the more strange,.as Joseph Leiter was 
on the ground in person. That is, he made 
his headquarters in Allen-Grier’s office, and 


was in direct charge of operations. There 
was some buying on his orders, but not 


enough to affect values, and the December 
end of the big deal came to an inglorious 
end. 


Leiter Defines His Position. 


What is Joe Leiter doing here, unless he 
intends to make the shorts hump them- 
selves?’ traders asked. 

The answer came direct from Mr. Leiter 
himself in response to a similar. question put 
by a SUNDAY TRIBUNE reporter. He said: 

“ There is a great misconception as to the 
nature of our operations in wheat. We are 
not gambling; if we were we would settle 
differences, take our pay in cash, and let 
the cash grain take care of itself. In this 
event it would be to our interest to make 
prices here in Chicago as high as possible. 
But we are not in that kind of a deal. We 
are merchandising wheat; buying it here and 
Selling it for consumption abroad. We are 
not trying to squeeze shorts, nor to distress 
anybody financially. I hope every man who 
has sold wheat to us has made money out of 
it. We certainly have ample reason to feel 
satsified with our operatiors. They have 
been profitable, have been conducted on 
strictly legitimate lines as a business ven- 
ture, and are entirely without ordinary spec- 
ulative feature. We want every bushel of 
wheat we have bought, and stand ready to 
pay cash for it. The deiivery of 7,000,000 or 
8.000.000 bushels is a meré bagatelle. Every- 
body has got his money, we are not asking 
any favors, and don't propose to ask any.“

There is a Union Loop station at the cor- 
ner of Madison street and Wabash avenue, 
It is the busiest station on the road, too, 
at certain hours of the day. This in a meas- 
ure accounts for the crowds of foot passen- 
gers always biocking the sidewalks there, 
But there are other reasons. The Wabash 
and Cottage Grove avenues cable line of the 
Chicago City railway has its cars stop there 
to get their proper leaving time for each 
run. This often means big crowds waiting 
patiently on the corner for the right cars to 
appear. 

Then also the Union Loop structure is 
seen at its best there. Great tron columns 
and posts stand about in every direction and 
at all points of the street and sidewalk. 
Stairway after stairway curves about 
and empties its mass of wood and iron 
upon the flagging. Beams, tie rods, and 
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girders twist about in confusion. Over all 
is the somber darkness cast by the great 
station structure, making a small midnight, 
in which the pedestrians must dodge for 
their lives ig@the congested roadway. Com- 
bined with three, street car tracks, two of 
them swigging around curves and thereby 
increasing their dangerous nature, the place 
stands as the highest type of the drawbacks 
which modern transportation can give to 
city life.

There is another interesting feature to 
the big trade. When Mr. Armour put his 
wonderful business machinery in operation 
and gathered in 3,600,000 bushels of wheat 
from the Northwest, considerable of it came 
from the bins of millers like 
Washburn, and Peavey, who had bought it 
originally for grinding purposes. The trans- 
fer to Armour left them short of good grain 
and some of the millers are already begin- 
ning to inquire for new stocks. They must 
have wheat or close down their mills, and 
the latter alternative is not to be considered 
so long as the grain can be had at any rea- 
sonable figure, as the difference in cost can 
easily be recouped by advancing the price of 
flour. There is lots of wheat in the country, 
most of it good enough for milling or seed. 
but only a small percentage of it passes in- 
spection as contract grade. How small this 
percentage is may be imagined from the visi- 
ble supply figures. This year’ the Chicago 
stocks are 8,250,000 bushels, last year they 
were 13,500,000 bushels, and in 1895 21,000,000 
bushels. 


Benefit to the Farmers. 


Contrary to custom, the cash grain has 
sold at a premium or on even terms with 
futures ever since the Leiter deal got wéll 
under way. Beginning at 64 cents in July, 
the price of spot grain was steadily ad- 
vanced to 81. If the grain had been in op- 
tions alone nobody but the speculators 
would have been benefited by the increase 
in prices, Keeping the value of spot grain 
up by heavy buying for export, the Leiters 
made it possible for farmers and others out- 
side of Chicago who owned wheat to get a 
good share of the advance. Levi Z. Leiter

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SWEDEN AND NORWAY APART. 


All Hopes of a Reconciliation at an End 
—Oscar May Attempt Subjugation 
of Norwegians by Force. 


London, Dec. 30.—[Exclusive cablegram to 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.]—All the hopes 
that were formed during the celebration of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of King Os- 
car's accession to the throne a few months 
ago of the possibility of a settlement of the 
difficulties between Sweden and Norway 
have now come io an end and the antagon- 
ism between the sister kingdoms has, in con- 
sequence, become more acute than ever. 

King Oscar had made himself so agreeable 
at Christiania at the time of the jubilee 


ceremonies that the Norwegians were pro- | 


pitiated to the extent of consenting to join 
the Swedes in the formation of a commit- 
tee composed of the leading politicians and 
statesmen of both kingdoms and of every 
political party for the purpose of finding 
some way to definitely settle the long-stand- 
ing quarrel between the two countries. The 
committee set before itself the task o' dis- 
covering some form of compromise which 
would be lasting, and it was arranged that 
the Norwegian members of the committee 
should make their report to their govern- 
ment at Christiania, while in like manner 
the Swedish members were to report to their 
government at Stockholm, and then the 
two governments were to enter into negotia- 
tion for a convention, which should be of 
such a nature as to he presented to both 
Parliaments, with a good hope of a success- 
ful issue. 

This unionist committee inaugurated its 
meetings in the best of tempers, with every 
hope that its labors would be crowned with 
success. These expectations have not been 
fulfilled. The committee has terminated its 
negotiations and its members have reported 
to thetr_respective governments that com- 
The 
rdck on which the committee has split is 
the old difficulty about having a common 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and common 
diplomatic and consular representatives for 
the two kingdoms. The cbjection to this plan 
is so obvious that it is difficult to conceive 
how any one could have ever hoped to get 
either of the two countries to consent to 
any such scheme. For with one kingdom 
levoted-to free trade and the other equally 
committed to protection, and with one king- 
dom proclaiming its sympathies for the 
Franco- Russian alliance, while the other is 
known to be affiliated to the triple alliance, 
it is preposterous to imagine that one Con- 
sul, or one diplomat-as Envoy, representing 
jointly both the two kingdoms, could possi- 
bly do justice to the so conflicting interests 
of both. ö 

All hopes of a reconciliation are there- 
fore at an end, and it is by no means im- 
probable that under the circumstances 
King.Oscar, encouraged by his friend, Em- 
péeror William, who has never concealed the 
fact that he regards the Norwegians as re- 
bellious, may endeavor to subdue Norway 
by force of arms. The feeling in favor of 
such a course in Sweden is pronounced, 
and it is not so long ago that the Crown 
Frince expressed publicly at Stockholm his 
desire to be permitted to lead Swedish 
army corps across the frontier into Nor- 
way for the purpose of reducing its people 
to subjection.

FACTS ABOUT CANADA’S TRADE. 


She Sells More to England than to Us, 
but Buys More of 
Us. 


Ottawa, Dec. 31.—The trade and navigation 
returns of Canada will show that during the 
fiscal year of 1896-'97 the increase in exports 
amounted ‘to over $17,500,000. The average 
rate of duty was 17.8 per cent on the total 
imports for consumption and 30 per cent on 
the dutiable imports. Great Britain stil! 
remains Canada’s best customer, but even 
the preferential tariff has not brought about 
an increase of British imports into Canada. 
On the contrary, while the growth of im- 
ports from the United States has been con- 
siderable, the volume of Canadian imports 
from Great Britain has diminished. . 

There were exported to the United States 
Canadian products to the value of $43,991,- 
455, as against $34,460,428 during the pre- 
vious fiscal year. Great Britain took of 
Canada's exports $69,533,852. The imports 
of Canada from the old country were 829. 
412,188, a decrease of $3,567,554 as compared 
with the previous year, while from the 
United States Canada imported to the value 
of $61,649,041, an increase of $3,075,023 over 
the year previous. Upon the dutiable por- 
tion of imports the average on the American 
imports was only about 26 per cent, as 

nat 30 per cent on English imports. 

Although Canada sells 30 per cent more of 
her products to Great Britain than to the 
United States, yet she imports more than 
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Considering a Reduction of Its 
Capital. 


A proposition to reduce the capital stock 
of the Western Union Beef company, the 
successor of the American cattle trust, from 
$15,000,000 to $408,000 will be submitted to 
the stockholders at a meeting at Denver, 
Colo.. on Feb. 28. The company will soon 
have $700,000 in cash in its treasury which 
it cannot invest profitably in cattle just 
now, and the stockholders will be asked to 
decide whether this sum shall be distributed 
among them by way of reducing the cor- 
pany's capital. The question of changing 
the corporation's name to the Western Live 
Stock and Land company will also be con- 
sidered.

CENSURING THE CITY AUTHORITIES. 

The grand jury rebuked the city authori- 
ties sharply and deservedly last week. In 
addition to returning 152 indictments 
against gamblers it submitted a report in 
which it is stated that— 


The attention of the grand jury was called to 
an astonishing prevalence of public gambling and 


machines in the City of Chicago in direct violation 
of the laws of the State of Illinois, and to the en- 
tire absence of any apparent inclination or effort 
on the part of the authorities of the City of Chi- 
cago to suppress the. same. 

The grand jury also expressed its great 
disappointment and regret” that it could 
not secure the codperation of the Police 
department in investigating these matters. 
Efforts to secure that cojperation “ were 
met evasively aud with evident lack of 
interest.” The attitude of the police is de- 
scribed as one of “ exceeding indifference,” 

It is no wonder that the police were in- 
different. They have been asserting for 
months*that there was no gambling going 
on in the city. They have stuck to that 
story from Kipley down. Neither he nor 
any of his subordinates felt inclined to 
go before the grand jury and admit a state 
of facts which they had denied existed. 

So the grand jurors had to look to pri- 
vate sources for information which offi- 
cial agencies declined to give. Those 
agencies could have supplied it, however, 
as was shown by the prompt closing of 
the guming-houses by the Police depart- 
ment when it got scared. 

Without the aid of the police the grand 
jury_was able to get information on which 
to base 152 indictments. Among the vie- 
tims are four Aldermen—Powers, Ken- 
na, Rogers,.and O’Brien. Of course, Kip- 
ley could not be expected to cotiperate in 
an investigation which would interfere 
with the oceupation of such eminent mem- 
bers of the Council. 

Had these indictments been returned and 
this report been made last June, while 
grand juries were still being drawn by the 
County board, the city authorities would 
have asserted that the grand jury was a 
“nartisan body,” and that it had been 
„packed for a purpose. No such claim 
can be made now. There éan be no par- 
tisanship in a grand jury drawn under the 
present law. 

A body of citizens’ selected without re- 
gard to politics have censured the city 
authorities severely for their unwillingness 
to enforce the laws aguinst gambling. The 
facts justify that censure. If the authori- 
ties are wise they will enforce those laws 
henceforth and not subject themselves to 
another rebuke or run the risk of being 
indicted themselves for gross neglect of 
duty. 


THE EASTERN SITUATION. 

The year 1898 opens with a larger amount 
of international friction and a more for- 
midable flood of warlike rumors than any 
previous year since the close of the Franco- 
Prussian war. In fact a larger number of 
nations are just now facing the possibilities 
of an armed conflict than were engaged in 
that struggle. 

The Spanish-Cuban contest, after occu- 
pying the, attention of a large portion of 
the civilized world for the last two years, 
has been relegated to the rear as a thing of 
the past and is hardly discussed outside of 
the countries directly in conflict except in 
the United States, where the cries of the 
suffering victims continue to remind us of 
the horrors of Weyler rile. Public atten- 
tion has been suddenly transferred to the 
far East, where the leading powers of west- 


ern HKurope are engaged in a game of chess 


that is taxing all the skill of their most ac- 
complished diplomats. 

The most important incident connected 
with affairs on the Chinese coast occurring 
within the last few days is the report that 
China has at last decided to resist Ger- 


many’s aggressive policy and has demanded 
the evacuation of Kiao-Chou. This, if true, 
will be construed as meaning that the Chi- 
nese Emperor has at last been assured of 
the backing of Great Britain or Iussia or 
both. There is apparent confirmation of 
this in the report that England and Russia 
have come to an agreement in reference to 
their complications in Corea and will as- 
sume joint supervision over the financial 
affairs of the“ Hermit Kingdom“ through 
their agents already there. While this will 
be a disappointment to Japan, which sees 
the advance of Russian power on the shores 
of the Pacific with evident alarm, it will 
have to be accepted. 

Meanwhile great activity is reported in 
the British naval yards about Hongkong as 
well as in the concentration of British and 
Japanese vessels in the vicinity of the ports 
recently seized by Germany and Russia. 
The inference drawn from these movements 
is that there is some sort of an understand- 
ing between England and Japan, though 
this is not likely to go further than the self- 
interest of the former dictates. That these 
two powers acting in concert with their 
powerful navies may do much to check the 
greed of Russia and Germany for the time 
being does not admit of doubt; but Russia 
will be independent of both so far as her 
schemes on the continent are concerned 
as soon as her great transsiberian railway 
is completed, and may postpone her designs 
until that time. In the meanwhile Japan 
looks with natural indignation upon the 
policy of Russia as that power tightens its 
hold on territory which Japan herself had 
fairly won in accordance with the principies 
of war, but was compelled to surrender 
through Russian dictation.

A RIDICULOUS PROPOSITION. 
A Southern paper announces its purpose 
to begin the publication of a series of arti- 
cles designed to advocate— 


Compensation by the national government to 
the former slave-owners of the South, and to the 
ex-slaves themselves, for those Des who were 
emancipated by force of arms and without the 
consent of either the slave-owners or the slaves 
themselves. 


This paper professes to be Able to show 
that the act was in violation of the consti- 
tution of the United States as it existed 
at the time, and that the provision of the 
fourth section of the XIVth amendment 
of the constitution prohibiting the assump- 
tion or payment by the United States or 
any State of “any debt or obligation in- 
curred in aid of insurrrection or rebellion 
against the United States or any claim for 


the loss or emancipation of any slave was 


adopted in violation of that instrument. 
The author of this proposition ignores 
the fact that the emancipation proclama- 
‘tion was issued by Abraham Lincoln Jan. 
1, 1963, as “a military necessity,” and was 
distinctly and avowedly just as much an 
act of war as was the capture of Vicks- 
burg, the bombardment of Fort Fisher, or 
the assault on Petersburg. The XIVth 
amendment ratified and confirmed the act 
of the President and forever barred the | 
paying of any claims by the United States 
or by any single State growing out of it,

act. The former, through their representa- 
tives in Congresss, repeatedly refused to 
consider any proposition for compensation 
as an inducement to emancipate their 
slaves when urged upon them by Mr. Lin- 
coln, while the latter were but too happy. 
to accept the boon of freedom voluntarily 
tendered them. If any of the latter would 
now come forward with a demand for edn 
pensation on account of having been grant- 
ed their freedom it would be simply with 


a view to becoming nensioners upon the 


bounty of thé government. If, however, 
compengation is due them from any sburce 
it should come from those who enjoyed the 


proceeds of their enforced labor—their for- 


mer masters. The idea that both master 
and slave should be compensated for the 
same act—the one for being deprived of his | 
slave’s labor (for it was that which gave 
value to the slave as property), and the 
other on account of the severance of his 
relation to his master as a slave—is too 
absurd for serious consideration. The two 
propositions completely destroy each other, 
though the apparent object would seem to 
be to unite the whole South—the ex-mas- 
ters and ex-slaves—in support of the 
measure. 1 

It is too late in an era of progress and 
popular freedom to expect such a propo- 
sition as that quoted above to be consid- 
ered seriously. It is apparently brone’ 
forward at this time in the hope of creat- 
ing a cheap popular sensation in that sec- 
tion of the union that might be supposed 
to be interested in its success. 


IMPROVING THE CHICAGO RIVER. 

Committees represetiting the City Coun- 

cil, the River Improvement 0 
and the commercial interests «f Chicago 
haye adopted a memorial to Congress pray- 
ing it to make the authorized depth of 
water in the Chicago River and its branches 
twenty feet instead of sixteen as now, and 
to improve the river and its branches 80 
that they may be navigable by vessels 
drawing the greater depth. 
The memorial sets forth the enormous ad- 
vantages which are going to accrue go the 
producers and consumers of the* country 
from the new Rei er. channel through 
the lakes and their connecting waters, 
which will be completed this year. It gets 
forth also the great commercial importance 
of the Port of Chicago* which never bas 
been treated by the general government 
with that consideration which is its due. 

The point is brought out clearly that 
the West cannot have the full use of the 
new twenty-foot channel until the Chi- 
cago River has been given the same depth. 
For this city is the most important point 
on the lakes. The railroads which bring 
grain from the West center here. It is the 
distributing point of Eastern products seek- 
ing Western markets. 

The memorialists make short work of the 
Yerkes proposition that the Lake Front 
Park be converted into a harbor, They 
state: 

We take it that it is quite too late to consider 
Ttopian projects for a lake front outer harbor 
where tgansshipment between railroads and ves- 
sels may be done. Had such a plan been adopted 
fifty years ago, doubtless it might have given Chi- 
cago a magnificent outer harbor. The trouble is 
that a city of 2,000,000 people has grown up with 
the river itself as the harbor, and a change would 
now require a remodeling of the commercial, rail- 
road, and manufacturing interests and facilities. 
Carried to its logical conclusion such a remodel- 
ing would demand a redistribution of the city’s 
population in its residence location. Large dis- 
tricts on the West Side, whose population is acw 


supported in the immediate locality by industries 
directly dependent on the river, must needs be 


depopulated. 

No mention is made of the insane scheme 
for cutting a wide ship canal through the 
South Division about the line of Fourtecnth 
street and having fixed bridges between 
that point and Lake street. That project, 
which would bankrupt the drainage dis- 
strict, is being pressed for the sole purpose 
of hindering the lowering of the tunnels. 

When this memorial reaches Congress the 
Chicago members will take up this question 
of improving the river, and will concentrate 
their eflorts to secure fa voro ble action on it. 

TAXING BANK DEPOSITS. 

A number of members of the Legisla- 
ture, lawyers, and bunkers discussed the 
question of revenue legislation at a lunch- 
eon given in this city day before yester- 
day. One of the speakers was Senator 
Lundin of Chicago, who stated that 

The resources of the banks of the City of Chi- 
cago are in the neighborhood of $252.628,000, but 
according to a report of the Board of Haqualiza- 
tion they are only assessed 6.218.000; therefore I 
would Ie to know whether there is anything in 
either of these bills that will get at their prop- 
erty. This sum is about one-forty-fifth part of 
what they ought to be assessed. 

Does Senator Lundin think that the “ re- 
sources of the Chicago banks are their 
property, on which they should pay taxes? 
Does the Senator forget that those banks 
have liabilities as well as resources,“ and 
that the former have to be deducted from 
the latter to find out whether they hav e any 

taxable property? 

The “ resources consist largely of loans 
and discounts, but the greater part of the 
money thus loaned belongs to individual 
depositors or to other banks, and can be 
called for atany moment. What the banks 
own and should pay taxes on is their capi- 
tal stock and surplus, amounting to about 
50 millions. The 544 millions at which they 
are assessed bears about the same propor- 
tion to their taxable property that most 
individual assessments do to the property 
taxed. 

The figures which the State Board of 
Equalization has before it give the hiabili- 
ties of the banks as well as the resources. 
In accordance with the directions of the 
law it deducts the former from the latter 
and thus ascertains what the banks have 
which is taxable. 

Mr. E. G. Keith took the trouble to ex- 
plain to Senator Lundin the difference be- 
tween the “resources” of the banks, 
Which consist mainly of money due their 
depositors, and the taxable property of 
those banks. But the Senator did not state 
that under those circumstances he did not 
care to tax the banks on their“ resources.” 

Lundin cannot be so ignorant as to im- 
agine that the Chicago banks have a cap- 
ital and surplus of 252 millions, when the 
capital of all thé national banks in the 
United States is only about 800 millions. 

It may be that Lundin understands the 
matter perfectly, and that what he wants 
is a law which shall require the deposi- 
tors to pay a tax of 2 or 2% per cent on all

A law which cohtempla tes the taxation; 
of idle money lying unproduetive in a bank 
is barbarous. That money: will be taxed 
sooner or later when it is converted into 
goods or real estate. Because taxation of 
the kind Lundin seems to contemplate 
would be barbarous it cannot be enforced. 
The law, no mutter how searching its pro- 
visions, would be evaded. 


CHICAGO TRADE IN 1897 AND 1896. 

The following table, reproduced from the 
annual trade review published in yesicr- 
day's TRisuNE; gives the value of the whole- 
sale business done in this city during the 
years 1806 and 1897:

The total trae of the eity ane factures 
and produce trade included—for the year 
which has just ended was 1,400 millions, as 
against 1,216 millions for the preceding 
year. Here, too, is a gain of a little over 
The value Ofgnanufactured 
products was 54914 millions, as against 
479% millions in 1896. What large city 
is there which shows a greater improve- 
ment? 

The year 1892 was a prosperous one for 
Chicago trade, but the gain in that year 
over 1891 was not as great as the gain 
in 1897 over 1896. The reason is obvious. 
During the latter year business was de- 
pressed by reason of the active campaign 
which was being carried on to change the 
monetary standard of the country, to vio- 
late all the contracts which business and 
other men had entered into, and to oblit- 
erate half the value of existing credits, 

But in November of 1896 that business 
disturbing campaign ended in the defeat 
of the free silverites. Four months after 
that defeat there came into power a Pres- 
ident pledged to the maintenance of the 
gold standard and of an honest currency. 
It is not strange that the manufacturers 
and merchants of Chicago and of the Unit- 
ed States generally, relieved from the fears 
that had beset them and paralyzed their 
energies, should do bétter in 1897 than in 
1896. 

They were no longer afraid of the ter- 
rible panic which they knew would come 
if the cheap mohdmetaliic silver standard 
was substituted, retroactively, for the gold 
standard. ‘They were not afraid to sell 
goods on time at gold prices, lest they 
should be paid later on in debased 50-cent 
silver dollars, thus losing fully one-half 
of what was due them. 

Of course the trade of this city was bene- 
fited by the fine crops of the farmers in the 
regions tributary to Chicago and the ability 
of the farmers to sell those crops at good 
prices. But the great factor in the trade 


improvement was the defeat of the Demo- 
erats arid their Populist allies in their at- 


tempt to lower the money standard and 
wreck the industries of the country. 

During ten months of last year the Me- 
Kinley administration was in power. Dur- 
ing the last half of that period there was on 
the statute books a law enacted to en- 
courage the industries of the United States.” 
That law has been beneficral in its opera- 
tion. It has aided Chicago industries, But 
the new tariff would have been of no arail 
if Bryan had been put where Mekinler is 
and 40-cent silver dollars had taken the 
place of 100-cent gold dollars. 

The trade of Chicago grew so much last 
year, as compared with the preceding 
twelvemonth, because producers and con- 
sumers had so much more confidence. They 
were more confident because the defeat of 
Bryan and his free silver host had put an 
end to the most dangerous attack on the 
peace and prosperity of the United States 
that has been made since the rebels took 
up arms in 1861. 

The volume of trade will be larger this 
year than it was last year. But the per- 
centage of gain may not be so great. For 
1896 was a season of fears and depressions 
which were fatal to business activity, whiie 
1897 was a yeur of encouragement and of 
reviving hopes.

A work of interest will receive a first hear- 
ing in the opening concert of the Chicago 
Quartet series under Mr. Thomas' direction. 
The work in question is a quintet for piano- 


‘forte and strings by Mr. Thorvold Otter- 


strom. The composer has been resident in 
Chicago for five years, following his pro- 
fession. The present is the first of his com- 
positions yet to be given a public hearing in 
this city. 

Mr. Otterstrom comes from Copenhagen, 
where his earlier studies were pursued and 
where he frequently was called upon to 
play in court concerts. Subsequently he 
went to St. Petersburg, taking with him a 
letter from the Queen of Denmark to the 
now Dowager Czarina.

I went again to hear the 
work the other night in the company of one 
of your leading English composers. ‘I fully 
agree with those,’ he said. who condemned 
the work. The music is little beyond a 
flowing accompaniment to recitatives. The 
desired originality is labored, and Mas- 
senet’s attempts at melody are unsuccessful, 
except when he allows himself to be in- 
spired by his Erynnies.'’ These, at all 
éven's, are welcome reminiscences, It is 
the old story over again of a composer writ- 
ing an ope to measure.“ It fits Mile. 
Calvé like La Navarraise fitted her, and 
He Thais fitted Mile. Sybil Sanderson. 
Art is sacrificed to suit the taste of such or 
such on artist who stores a temporary tri- 
umph, but this triumph is generally of but 
short duration, and the work dies a pre- 
mature death.

There are some master- 
pieces in the eqjlection and although some 
of the men represented are not masters and 
some of the pictures shown were probably 
never seen by the masters to whem they 
are attributed, it bears its title of A Loan 
Exhibition of Selected Works of Old and 


Modern Masters with some degree of pro- 


priety. . 

First of all, there is Whistler’s superb 
portrait of the violinist, Sarasate, that re- 
fined figure of the artist standing out in the 


half light. against a background of mys- 


terious blackness which ig only relieved by 
the suggestion of a chair and Whistler’s 
own butterfly in yellow. It is a work before 
whose beauty, subtlety, and refinement 
everything else in the exhibition pales.

There is glorious color in the Coup de 
Soleil,“ by Diaz, and the Sylvan Scene,“ 


by Monticelli, and in many of the works by 


old masters, in none is there the delicate 
harmony of this nocturne by Whistler. 

For broad, vigorous painting there is The 
Philosopher,’ by. Manet, a figure of a man 
recalling some of Velasquez; and The 
Pilots, by Frank Brangwyn. This last 
named picture will worry the philistines;: it 
is too original and too daring to come within 
their appreciation. 

A figure of an old woman reading, by Jan 
Lievens, shows how near broad painting in 
Rembrandts time approached that of today. 
A fine portrait of an old woman is one by 
another pupil of Rembrandt, Ferdinand Bol. 
Two. large portraits by Frans Hals, one of a 
man displaying his watch and the otherofa 
woman, are good examples of hisstyle. The 
painting of the hands even more than the 
face is characterstic of Hals. Another ex- 
cellent example of the work of this artist is 
the small portrait of a man, owned by the 
President of the Art Institute. 

Of the Flemish school there is an inter- 
esting example in the “ Holy Family by 
Van Dyke. Two portraits by Largilliere are 
quite typical of French art of the time of 
Louts XIV. 

The earliest period of art represented 18 
the pre-Raphaelite, of which there are four 
smali panels by Perugino, biblical subjects 
which formerly were a part of the decora- 
tion of an altar piece. 

Of about the same period is the work by 
Ghirlandaio entitled, “ Behold the Lamb of 
God. Among the Italian paintings of a 
later period is the small but interesting 
Square of St. Marks by Guardi, . 

No examples of Spanish art are shown, 
with the single exception of an inferior mod- 
ern painting. 8 

Three splendid examples of early English 
portraiture: are loaned by Hall McCormick. 
They are the portrait by Sir Thomas Law- 
rence of Miss Barron, the more freely 
painted Lady Beauchamp by Romney, and 
a Portrait of a Man by John Opie. Ho- 
garth’s portrait of his wife is another good 
piece of pairiting by an English artist. 

Among the modern works which have not 
already been mentioned there are many of 
great or considerable merit, of which the 
limits of this notice will not permit more 
than enumeration, such as Brangwin's St. 
Simeon Stylites,“ Virginie Demont Breton’s 
Her Man Is on the Sea,.“ the two land- 
scapes by Corot, one by Daubigny, The 
Evening Call,“ by Jules Breton; Watts’ por- 
trait of Joachim, a head by Couture, and 
the marine by Whistler.

The collection of portraits by Ralph Clark- 


‘gon at O’Brien’s ought to show the people 


of Chicago who recall the portraits shown 
by a foreign artist and an artist from an- 
other city last season the folly of closing 
their eyes to talent of home artists, and 
make some of them regret the exhorbitant 
prices paid these men for their inferior 
productions. Mr. Clarkson possesses un- 
usual technical ability, and those who know 
his sitters says that the likeness to them in 
his portraits is excellent. 

Those who knaw Mayor Harrison only by 
antiquated photographs and newspaper cuts 
might not recognize him. Even the artist 
failed to recognize him from them the first 
time that he went to sit for the portrait, 
which is exhibited here. 

The portrait in profile of ex-Governor Alt- 
geld is one of the most effective in the col- 
lection, and is far superior to the official por- 
trait painted by another artist for the State. 

The portraits of Louis Laflin and of Mrs. 
Charles F. Connell, which have been pre- 
viously exhibited, are admirable in expres- 
sion. 

The head in the full length portrait of a 
woman in a pink dress of watered silk isa 
fine bit of painting. but the flesh tones suffer 
from the pink dress, which was undoubtedly 
not a selection of the artist's taste. 

In addition to his portraits, Mr. Clarkson 
exhibits a cleverly painted studio interior 
and a nude study of a young girl entitled 
Jeunesse.“ 

Five pictures by the Norwegian artist. 
Fritz Thaulow, are also to be seen at 
O' Brien's. None of them treats of this 
artist's favorite motive, swift-running water. 
The only one into which water enters as a 
part of the composition is a view of the har- 
bor of Dieppe, with steamers and fishing 
boats lying idly in the basin, on one side of 
which the high stone quay is bordered by 
houses.

A small landscape with gray day effect and 
a moonlight scene from the suburbs of 
Calais complete the group.

The architects who have been members and 


associates of the Societe des Beaux Arts of 


Paris, whose exhibitions are known as the 
Salons of the Champ de Mars, have resigned 
in a body. The cause of this action lies in 
the fact that one of their number was not 
selected for the task of altering and dec- 
orating the new home of the two salons 
in the Gallery of Machines on the Champ 
de Mars. It is not probable that they will 
attempt to hold an exhibition by themselves 
for an exhibition composed solely of archi- 
tectural designs would not attract a large 
public. 

Cartoons in a French comic paper have 
shown the picture galleries of the salon 
crowded with fashionably dressed people 
chatting together, with a few looking at the 
paintings, while in the garden devoted to 
sculpture the men walk about or sit on the 
benches, smoking, and the women eat ices 
without looking at the statues about them:

that the exhibition of anclent specimens of 
craft work will serve as a stimulus to mod- 
ern production. The modern works will, as 
far as possible, be exhibited in the name of 
the designers and producers. Drawings and 
designs not usually included in picture or 
architectural exhibitions will also be ex- 
hibited. 

Meetings of the society are held at Hull 
House, 335 South Halsted street, the first 
and third Fridays of each month. By a vote 
of the society Dec. 3 it was resolved that an 
interest in the aims end objccts of the society 
be considered a qualification for member- 
ship.

The bids which have been put in for the 
new. Appellate Division Courthouse to be 
erected in New York include a sum which 
the contractors have set aside for sculpture 
and mural painting, both of which are made 
important features of the architect's de- 
sign. These decorations with those in the 
Oyer and Terminer-Court, the Waldorf and 
Astoria Hotels, will give New York an as- 
semblage of mural paintings of about equal 
importance with those in Boston and Wash- 
ington. It is time Chicago should awaken to 
a sense of the desirability and utility of 
such decoration in public buildings, Phil- 
adelphia, Pittsburg, and Cincinnati have 
already surpassed Chicago in this, and be- 
fore long even St. Louis can boast of a more 
enterprising spirit in art than this city 
possesses,

The report of a select committee inquir- 
ing into the condition of the South Kensing- 
ton Museum gives evidence of gross mis- 
management of that famous institution. It 
was found, according to the Magazine of 
Art, that the collections are in imminent 
and continuous danger from fire, that 
the board ‘meetings have been sus- 
pended by the Lord President and Vice 
President (the Duke of Devonshire and 
Sir John Gorst), that thousands of 
books and photographs are uncatalogued 
and inaccessible to the public; many repet!- 
tive purchases have consequently been 
made; that spurious, undesirable, and use- 
less articles have been purchased at high 
prices, and the Director for Art is not 
much. concerned as to the genuineness of an 
object so long as it is beautiful.“

Three marine subjects by N. P. Paulson 
are exhibited at Moulton’s Gallery. I, the 
painting of vessels Mr. Paulson puts such 
knowledge of them and their rigging as years 
of seafaring life have enabled him to ac- 
quire. No sailor would find fault with his 
painted craft, and yet this knowledge is un- 
obtrusive, for he has subordinated it to his 
artistic instinct, Particularly in his picture 
of a ship driving ahead in a gale under 
shortened sail; at the moment it signals a 
passing steamer, this fidelity to every detail 
of the ship's construction and rigging is 
shown. But at the same time the move- 
ment, effect of light and shade, and compo- 
sition contribute most to the strength and 
interest of the picture. Another of this 
group of marine views is a scene in the Baltic 
Sea, which was a part of Mr. Paulson's ex- 
hibit which won him a medal at the World’s 
Fair. The third is entitled The Entrance 
to the Dardanelles.

A collection of thirty-seven paintings of 
flowers by Miss L. N. B. Hubbard of New 
York will be shown at the Anderson Art 
Gallery next week. Red poppies are the 
subject of many of these, mast of them of 
the common variety which grows wild in the 
wheat fields of Europe. Miss Hubbard 
raises them at her summer home in Con- 
necticut together with the peonies, coryop- 
sis, violets, corn flowers, and roses, which 

Iso serve as models for her paintings. 
Thirty-one of this collection are painted in 
water color and the remeinderin oil. They 
are painted with more feeling than the work 
of flower painters of wider reputation than 
Miss Hubbard, but this quality is not ob- 
tained at the expense of drawing.

An excellent historical picture by Sir David 
Wilkie, representing Columbus explaining 
the plan of his voyage in search of the new 
world, at the convent of La Rabida, is ex- 
hibited at Blakeslee's gallery in New York. 
It was first shown at the Royal Academy 
in 1835. “* Any one who thinks broad and 
vigorous painting is a development of to- 
day,“ remarks the Evening Post, should 
view this work, which ts quite as broad as 
one of Vollon's still-lifés, and as beautiful 
in color.”’ .

Italy has obtained possession ot the art 
treasures of the Borghese family. For the 
Villa Borghese, on the Pincian Hill, the 
government will pay the family a yearly 
pension of $30,000, and for the Borghese Gal- 
lery it will give $600,000 in fifty annual pay- 
ments. An arrangement is under way by 
which twenty masterpieces in the Buoncom- 
pagni Gallery will be ceded to the govern- 


ment in consideration of permission to sell 


the remaining works of art.

At Thurber’s Gallery there are exhibited 
a bust of the late Alphonse Daudet by G. 
D. Peterson and a transcription in bas- 
relief of Mercié’s statue of Jeanne d’Arc, 
which adorns the Place des Pyramides in 
Paris. <A replica of the same statue larger 
than the original is in Fairmount Park, 
Philadelphia. In the same gallery is shown 
a reduction by the sculptor Johannes Gelert 
of his monument to Beethoven, which is in 
Lincoln Park. A painting by Leonide La- 
varron of the prize bullock Jack,“ bred by 
W. S. Vannatta, and winner of sweepstakes 
at Madison Square Garden and at the re- 
cent American Fat Stock Show at the Coli- 
seum, is also shown here. Stockmen con- 
sider it an excellent portrait, although art- 
ists may hold a different opinion of its 
merits.

Cook County enters the year 1898 in splen- 
did shape as regards its general finances. 
Owing to the idiotic construction of our 
present revenue laws and the absolute in- 
competence or worse with which they were 
administered last spring, the county must, 
however, face a falling off in revenues this 
year amounting to neafly $100,000. This 
decrease, combined with new burdens im- 
posed by recent legislation, will give us 
probably $200,000.less to spend upon the 
legitimate county institutions than was 
had last year. Prosperity, however, as 
promised, has reached Chicago, and I do 
not anticipate a repetifion of the sévere 
drains to which our public charities were 
subjected during the winter of 1895 and 
1896. The demand for aid this winter !s 
only about 33 per cent of what it was last 
year, se that I believe the county institu- 
tions will be able to weather the temporary 
embarrassments caused by decreased rev- 
enues. 
It is but fair to state at this time that 
Cook ‘County has been since 1886 practic- 
ally under Republican management. In 
1886 the mismanagement und the oppo- 
site party had rolled up a debt of 66,154. 
520.37, and left its successors with $13,000 
in the County Treasury. -Since I886 the 
total debt has been reduced to 33.971. 
000, and a general fund of bank 
actount created in which there is 
cash on hand amounting to $2,100,- 
6000. Should this cash be applied to the 
bonded indebtedness of Cook County at 
the present time it would leave almost a 
clean balance sheet, as of the $3,971,000 in- 
debtedness $1,658,500 was created prior to 
the adoption of the constitution of 1870, 
under which instrument the present gov- 
erning powers of Cook County were es- 
tablished, Owing to the above mentioned 
failure of certain Assessors to provide ad- 
equate reyenues, the County board may 
not be ablé during this vear to increase its 
bank account, but by continued application 
of the principles of economy it has in- 
augurated and followed out the public may 
rest assured the debts will not be increased

reservations on Lake of the Woods; was employed as paymaster to the bands in the 


Lac des Bois region, and spent months in 
the remote interior cruising for pine and ex- 
ploring for mineral, and subsequently, as a 
stipendiary magistrate with a roving com- 
mission, hunted whisky smugglers in the 
prohibited territory. He was secretary to 
the Indian Commissioners at the time of the 
ratification of treaties with the Otchipwe 
and Cree tribes, and was engaged by the 
government to superintend the transport 
ot Indian supplies by lake and river to the 
far West. In the winter of 1876, when the 
smallpox broke out and killed hundreds of 
Indians on Lake Winnipeg and the Sas- 
katchewdn, he was appointed by the Do- 
minion government chief bealth officer for 
the infected district of Keewatin.

Time the Main Consideration. 


Now as time is the most essential feature 

the very crux of the contract—as regards 
winter travel in the frozen highlands of the 
north, where every additional pounds weight 
or mile may mean success or failure, even 
life or death, it is evident that time must be 
the foundation upon which all calculations 
as to the best winter routes or methods 
Should be based. This admitted, the task of 
selection is at once made easy, tor prac- 
tically there are but three methods of trans- 
port, or rather but three classes of motive 
power available for winter work in the sub- 
aretic. As to all the visionary and un- 
tested methods, the crazy vagaries of am- 
bitious inventors, seekers of notoriety and 
mechanical speculators, mere ftopian and 
tentative schemes, which from time to time 
have been foisted upon the unsophisticated 
investor, there are but few fit for serious cen- 
sideration,’ 80 far only one of the whole lot 
hag succeeded.in securing any degree of 
public indorsemert—namely;: the steam ice- 
Sled proposition. 

The promoters of this Jules Verne phan- 
tasy Insist that they can haul loaded cars 
mounted on runners over muskeg and tun- 
dra, hill and valley, lake and river, rock 
ang, portage, snow drift and brule, and 
through é@afion and forest, at their own 
sweet will, provided always that the outfit 
does not capsize at the first crevasse, get 
wedged in the hummocks of an ice floe, or 
the traction engine does not get stalled ” 
in the teeth of a twenty-mile bliszard, with 
the mersury 50° below sero, Because a 
Steam sledge may be temporarily feasible 
while on the short tote roads of a lumber 
camp in the Michigan pineries; with every 
adjunct available that woodcraft and semi- 
civilization cap devise, it is not a guarantee 
that t same device will haul a train of 
loaded cars 700 miles through a wilderness 
of desolation, half the time buried in twi- 
light and drift, Much as I would like to see 
the pluck of the promoters of the steam sled 
succeed, I venture to predict failure. 

Turning from the contemplation of “ puf- 
fing Billies,” flying machines, and other 
fads, let us analyze the simpler and long- 
established methods provided by nature, 
the three methods already referred to. Rein- 
deer, for all purposes of transportation in 
the subarctic weather, of persons or freight, 
whether on bare tundra or frogen plain, 
easily rank first. As there are as yet no 
reindeer available for transportation pur- 
poses te the Upper Yukon, the registering 
of their capabilities for present purposes is 
a there waste of powder.

dinary maximum, and even this it cannot 


| Commence to carry as a regular thing for a 


journey of several hundred miles and main- 
tain a gait of twenty miles a day with the 
thermometer 30° below zero. 

This is the pack horses’ limit over a fair 
country. In the hills and muskegs of the 
Yukon the average would be less. Hauling 
@ jumper (oak sled) a stout cayuse can draw 
a load of from 800 to 000 pounds when the 
footing is solid and on the level plain. Where 
the trail is bad it would have enough to do 
to draw itself. Over the rbugh and tortuous 
trails of Alaska a pack horse could never 
hope to carry more than a 200-pound pack 
fifteen miles daily. As a pack horse needs 
twelve pounds of oats a cay it would con- 


via Lake Bennett 480 pounds of grain or 280 
pounds more than it could carry. If it hauled 
a jumper and drew a load of 600 pounds it 
couid then carry only enough oats [for itself 
and food for its driver ana would reach its 
destination without en ounce of profitable 
freight other man ite own carcass—provid- 
ing it did not fall by the wayside. On a 900 
mile route both man and horse would be 
elarved to death before accomplishing two- 
thirds of the journey. From tis it will be 
seen that the pack horse in winter is not a 
tempting business proposition. 


Points as to Other Routes. 


Much glowing persifiage has been. circu- 
lated in regard to the advantages of the Ed- 
monton and Athabasos toute ior pack horse 
purposes. Having exploited most of the 
Mackenzie country and tributary region in 
and out of season, indeed, having traversed 
the continent from Hudson's Bay to the 
North Pacific, 1 feet that I have some license 
to express myself.

danger, they are wasting the precious time, 
food, and money of which they will stand 
most desperately in need when they finally 
reach the Klondike. 

This backdoor route, then, is not, until a 
railway penetrates its leagues of arability, 
a proper or profitable winter route to the 
Yukon, and I again venture to submit that 
none of those who started for Alaska 
through these wild uplands of winter desola- 
tion—a very garden of Eden under the sum- 
mer sun—can ever hope to carry out their 
original itinerary. Allowing even 1,000 
pounds as the limit of the handicap for an 
unusually big cayuse—a heavy ox is capable 
of hauling only 1,100 pounds at most—it 
will be seen that even if an average of fif- 
teen miles per day was maintained without 
interruption for the entire journey of only 
1.500 miles a horse would eonsume en route 
200 pounds of food in excess of all that it 
could earry. These exceptional possibilities 
n the animal's favor are conceded without 

ing into consideration either its inability 
to. haul such a load except on level ground, 
or the inevitable physical infirmities ich 
would end in its total collapse consequent 
upon a protracted spell of cold weather. 
From this it will be seen that, though better 
than a steam sled, a cayuse can hardly be 
regarded as a fit or profitable partner for a 
winter expedition into the Yukon. Still less 
is he suitable for purposes of relief. 

As reindeer there are out of reach, and 
pack or draft horses and mules and burros 
ineligible except as auxiliaries, what method 
of transport, it may reasonably be asked, 
remains available for carrying food to the 
starving legions in the lee-locked valleys of 
the Throndiuck? 


‘Dog the Real Carrier. 

When the Egyptians sculptured their great 
god, Anubis, the sentry of the supernals, 
they gave him the head of a dog and the body 
of a man. A transposition of this principle 
arranged to suit existing conditions wiil offer 
a solution of the problem. The key to the 
whole situation is eentered in the common- 
place monosyliable, dog! Next to the im- 

ossible reindeer and until such time as the 

hinook equinox, the eskotay chemaun " 
(steamboat). and Peterbore canoe come to 
the rescue the train dog will have to be relied 
upon to carry the sorely needed suceor to 
the beleaguered exiles at Dawson. 

Having fought and died for, with, and 
against dogs; having driven them and been 
driven by them, having carried them and 
been carried by them through leagues of ice 
locked solitudes, having risked my own life 
many a time for a dog and had a dog risk 
his life in return for mine, having shot 
over and at them, having @ressed their 
wounds and had my own licked as a reward, 
having whipped the incorrigible and been 
almost whipped by the offender, having 
passed many a long winter's night, fireless 
and tentless, on frogen lake and treeless 
pain, with the thermometer fifty degrees 

elow zero. and saved from an icy winding 
sheet solely by the heat from the warm 
bodies of my furry friends, and having eaten 
them when the pangs of hunger have become 
too exacting-—I may, I am sure, be forgiven 
if | wax eloquent in my dogologies. A train 
dog unlike a reindeer is largely carnivo! ous 
and hence eannot forage for himseli. but 
has to haul between depots of supplies, na 
matter what the distance, his own rations., 
But like a reindeer he requires no shelter 
from the elements, and unlike a hors can 
curl up on the lee side of a tussock of grass 
and sleep soundly the round of the c'ock 
while the noiseless blizzards of midnight 
envelope him in an ivory shroud of swirling 
drift. 

A good train dog, not necessarily a pure 
Eskimo, but an ordinary huskie,“ a cross 


between the former and his Athabascan 


prototype, can haul, according to the nature 
of his thews and the condition of the trail, 
from 150 to 200 pounds as his individual! 
share of a loaded ioboggan. Much depends 
on the toboggan or tabernak. A travaille 
proper should consist cf two very thin and 
flexible planks of hickory or oak from seven 
to twelve feet long by fifteen to twenty inches 
wide, with removable two-inch wooden run- 
ners for mountain use. In order to get the 
most work out of a train of, say, four or five 
dogs—and unless well trained more than four 
are hard to han ust, of course,

tirely new to Chicago sightseers. It is, in 
fact, the preservation of the brown stone of 
which the house is built from the ravages of 
the Chicago climate: The walls had before 
been dressed by stone cutters to restore their 
original color, but the seet and smoke from 
the city soon discolored them, The water- 
eproofing process has been resorted to with 
the hope that the original appearance of the 
stone may be restored. 

From the cornices of the house pulleys are 
hung, and from these charceal furnaces are 
suspended by long Popes upon counterpoises. 
Before the furnaces are placed in position 
the stone has been carefully rubbed with 
wire brushes and scoured to remove the dis- 
coloration of smoke. It is then in readiness 
for the waterproofing. The workman on the 
scaffold holds the furnace of lighted char- 
coal against the stone until it is heated to 
a temperature of 200° or 300°. By his side is 
a pail of melted paraffine. As seen as the 
stone hag reached the proper temperature 
the melted paraffine is applied, like paint, 
With a brush, when it soaks inte the heated 
stone, After two or three applications of 
the brush it will begin to cool upon the 
surface, when the workman wipes t away 
with cotton waste and heats the stone again, 
This is repeated until the pores of the stone 
have been filled and it will absorb no more. 

In thé treatment descrived the color of the 
sandstone has been turned a shade or two 
darker. To restore it to its original color 
another liquid preparation is applied. In 
this condition, the thickness of the thinnest 
paper below the surface, the stone is satu- 
rated with paraffine, which is impervious to 
moisture, 

This. preserving of stone by means of 
parafiine is said to be a novelty in Chicago. 
The process is in its infancy, so far as this 
city is concerned, but its promoters are likely 
to find plenty of work to do, if the condition 
of buildings is any indication. Since their 
arrival here a few houses have been treated, 
the McCormick homestead being the largest. 
It has been in use in the East for some time, 
a number of large buildings in New York 
having been waterproofed. 

Builders in Eastern States have also found 
it to their advantage to forestall the disin- 
tegration of stone by applying the paraffine 
process before it has begun, when the build- 
ing is first erécted. One of the Chicago 
buildings upon which estimates have been 
asked is a North Side house, which is orna-

fired was held vertically over the woman's 
head, and in such a position as one seeking 
self-injury could scarcely have cuvsed the 


weapon to assume. The ball passed through 


the woman’s head, entering the left ten:ple 


and coming out just behird the right eye, 
severing the optic nerve. 

None of the neighbors heard the report of 
the pistol. Neither, according to her ac- 
count, did the gir] Josie. 

Mrs. Bragg said she did not own a pistol, 
and that if there was one in her flat it must 
have been brought there by some assassin. 
She said she groped to the front door, and 
found it locked. The night chain was also 
in its place. The bolt on the kitchen door 
was also secure, There were no indications 
that the windows had been tampered with. 

The police searched the flat for a revolver, 
and in the afternoon were rewarded by find- 
ing one in a closet—a bright, new revolver, 
with two of the chambers empty. 

Lieutenant Bonfield said that everything 
pointed so conclusively to the deed having 
been committed by some one in the house 
that only one conclusion was possible, and 
that was that the little girl knew more about 
the shooting than she admitted. 

It was on this theory that the police under- 
took to probe the mystery. The little girl 
was taken to the station and put in the sweat 
box, just as grown offenders or suspects are. 
Every means wus resorted to in order to en- 
trap her or induce her to make a confession. 
But the child maintained a composure 
bordering on indifference. She stuck to her 
first statements. Finally the police directly 
charged her with thecrime. The accusation 
in no wise seemed to surprise her, and had no 
effect in breaking down her stories. The 
child was taken to Mrs. Bragg at the hos- 
pital, and there was a painful interview. 

When Josie was at length taken away the 
foster mother turned her sightless face to 
her, and said brokenly but firmly: 

“ Henceforth, Joe, your way and mine shall 
be far apart. The same roof cannot shelter 
us. 

The little girl went out of the station her 
own mistress, the case was sidetracked, and 
wy likely ever remain one of the mysteries 
of the Police department. 

A headless body, which the most persistent 
efforts of the police have failed to identify, 
is among the crime mysteries of the year. 
On March 25 a party of workmen cleaning 
out the sewers at Dunning found a headless 
trunk in a catchbasin neartheasylum. The 
right arm was also severed from the body 
at the elbow joint. A Coroner’s jury ren- 
dered the verdict that the man met his 
death by drowning.” 

The body was attired in a white shirt and 
a pair of black trousers. Shoes and stock- 
ings were on the feet. The clothing was 
not marked in any way and there was noth- 
ing in the pockets by which the man could 
be identified. That the body did not come 
from the insane asylum was certain, as 
there all the clothing is marked so as easily 
to be identified. Besides there was no record 
of any missing patient. 8 

The absence of data from which to work 
made it a difficult task for the police to 
make any headway in the case, and after 
weeks of search the only conclusion arrived 
at was that a murder had been committed, 
but whether robbery, jealousy, or revenge 
were the motive there was not the slightest 
conjecture. No one today knows who the 
man was or who committed the crime. The 
case was dropped as an impenetrable mys- 


tery. 
Some Minor Cases. 

These are the ‘most conspicuous of the 
crime mysteries of the year, though many 
others might be given without descending 
to the level of the ordinary cases of assault 
and larceny. Inspector Schaack’s men are

But the latest improvements in shipbuild- 
ing have brought the nations of the world 
into our very dooryard, and we have awak- 
ened to the disagreeable realization of the 
fact that we are outclassed by nearly every 

‘Important nation on earth. 

A year ago Chile concluded, that she was 
@gegrieved and gave this country an awful 
care, for naval authorities asserted that 
if the “ Frenchmen of the southern cont!- 
ment "’ undertook to start their steel battle- 
ship Fsmeralda toward our Pacific ports 
we had no vessel on the coast that could 
stop her. 

That one 7,000-ton vessel, with her six- 
4nch steel armor and her elght-inth rapid- 
firing guns, not to speak of her sixteen six- 
inch and other guns too numerous to men- 
tion,“ could have captured the Golden Gate 
and reduced San Francisco to ashes or hate 
sailed away with more ransom money than 
the revenues of the South American repub- 
lic yield in ten years.

fanatical hordes swarm to battle, even 
though no match for the Japanese; It must 
be remembered that the Chinese as well as 


| the Japanese have been putting their house

Our naval list includes about thirty relics 
of the late war that are fit only for harbor 
‘defense and some of which would be most 
useful if sunk in a channel to block a port 
to the vessels of an invading fleet. 

We have made a start, beginning with 
the wrong type of vessels, according to com- 
petent naval authorities, but securing good 
vessels of their class. In fact, it must be 
odmitted that our new cruisers are equal 
o any vessels in the world of their tonnage. 
But there we stop. 


Strength of the Powers. 


The following table, prepared within the 
last year by the British Admiralty for the 
Gritish House of Commons, gives the rela- 
tive strength of the United States and the 
five principal European powers. The entire 
list is here printed as giving a comprehen- 
sive idea of the insignificance of our navy. 
The strength of Spain and Japan will be 
compared later: 
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An analysis of this table will at once dem- 
onstrate that this country has less than one- 
quarter as many battleships as Germany, 
and the same number of protected cruisers 
(those set down as building in the table hav- 
ing since been completed). In unprotected 
cruisers Germany has more than twice as 
many vessels. She has more than twice as 
many torpedo vessels and more than thirty 


times as many torpedo boats, ready to sink 


every vessel of the American navy at pres- 

ent in commission. 
Therefore, we are within the figures when 

we state that the sea bower of Germany is 


0 


fully four times that of this country. 

It will be noticed, further, that in this 
computation the United States is given 
credit for 50 per cent more vessels than she 
actually yet possesses, for but 52 of the 77 
vessels listed were completed at the date of 
making the table, and but five or six of them 
have since been completed. 

On the other hand, Germany's navy was 
already in the water, but nineteen ships of 
all classes being then upon the stocks. 

For this reason the German battleship 
Kaiser Friedrich III., used in the picture to 
illustrate the comparative strength of the 
navies of the four powers—Germany, Spain, 


Japan, and the United States—is drawn four 


times the sige of the battleship Indiana, 
which is rated our most formidable fighting 
ship. , 

As a matter of fact, the Indiana is a large, 
first-class battleship, nothing like so stall 
in comparison as here drawn. The present 
scale is used in order that the reader may 
fully appreciate the relative strength of our 
navy and that of our enemies. 


Relative Naval Strength. 

While the British Admiralty’s table does 
not take into account the navies of Spain and 
Japan, each ranks with the navy of this 
country. 

The following table shows at a glance the 
relative strength ef the navies of Germany, 
Spain, Japan, and the United States:

This table, while giving the comparative 
fighting strength in battle ships and cruisers, 
does not take into account other fighting 
craft such as torpedo vessels, torpedo de- 
stroyers, harbor and transport boats, and 
torpedo boats. 

As Germany so outclasses the other three 
nations in torpedo armament, and the other 
three nations are about equal in this arm 
of the service, the real strength of all is 
readily learned from the table at a glance. 

The power of Japan and this country beirg 
about equal, the battleship Indiana. asa type 
of our navy, is drawn the same size as the 
crack Japanese battleship Fuji. 

Spain's marine armament is more than 25 
per cent stronger than ours, so the big bat- 
tleship Pelayo, which is.a 9,900 tonner and 
carries a couple of 15-inch 48-ton guns aud 
two ll-inch 38-ton guns, is made commen- 
surately larger than the vessels typifying the 
United States and Japan. 

But Germany's effective strength, owing to 
her extra vessels and great torpedo fleet, has 
already been seen to be four times that of 
this country. The last table introduced omits 
this additional strength, as before stated, be- 
cause the remaining three nations have no 
corresponding strength. 


So it will be seen that the power of Ger- 


many is four times that of the United States 
or Japan, or twice as great as both combined. 
Germany's strength is nearly three times 
that of Spain, or considerably greater than 
the combined navies of Spain, Japan, and the 
United States. 


Battleships by Courtesy. 


It must be borne in mind that we have half 
a dozen fine new ships, which we are fond 
of denominating battleships, which are not 
battleships, as the European naval author- 
ities denominate and rate them, but only 
armored cruisers. They are speedy, good 
sea vessels, and would prove terrors as com- 
merce destroyers, But in action they could 
not cope with heavy battleships. 

The Brooklyn ts one of them: It Is a 
fine, large ship, and it can make twenty- 
one and one-half knots an hour. It has 
eight guns of eight-inch caliber, and Amer- 
ica is proud of it. But it is but a cruiser 
with an armor belt of but 3% inches. Its 
sides would crush like egg shells before the 
ram of a battleship, and a shot from a gun 
of any size whatsoever carried by big ves- 
sels would go through and through it as 
though it were built of pine. 

O, yes, the Brooklyn is a great cruiser;but 
its value lies in its getaway qualities. Al- 
though 400 feet long and of 9,250 tons dis- 
placement, any one of five Spanish battle- 
ships of but 7,000 tons and but 347 feet keel 
could blow it out of water, for they have 
armor of 12 inches and carry l1li-inch guns, 
whereas the Brooklyn carries but 8-inch 
guns. 

It is interesting to compare the biggest 
and best vessels of the four navies. 

Germany's greatest battleship is a twin, 
80 to k—that is, the Friedrich der Grosee 
and Kaiser Friedrich III. are sister vessels, 
exactly alike in dimensions, tonnage, arma- 
ment, and guns. They are each 11,130 tons, 
337.4 feet on the keel, or 400 feet over all, 
have three propellers, travel eighteen knots 
an hour, carry 750 tons of coal, and have 
crews of 590 men each. Each vessel is 67 
feet beam, each has lil-inch armor, and 
each cost $3,500,000. They carry four 9.4- 
inch guns of rapid firing pattern, eighteen 
rapid firing guns of 5.9-inch caliber, and 
twelve guns of 8.3-inch bore. In addition 
both vessels carry a large number of smaller 
guns of various sizes, and each has five sub- 
marine torpedo tubes. 

Imagine those twin monsters attacking

But as the Iowa cost the more 
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Spain’s greatest battleship is the Pelayo, 
9,900 tons, 330 feet on the keel and 66 feet 
beam. It has twin screws. Its armor 
belt is 17% inches thick, with that of the gun 
position 19.4 thick. Its deck is plated with 
inch armor. This huge battleship steams 
16 knots, carries 800 tons of coal, and has a 
crew of 600 men. 

The Pelayo carries monster guns, by far 
the heaviest of those carried by the ships of 
any of the four powers in question. Two of 
these guns are 12.5-inch bore, and @re de- 
nominated 48-ton guns. It also carries 
two li-inch 38-ton guns, one 6. 2-inch and 
twelve 4.7-inch guns, bésides six rapid firing 
guns and twelve muzzle loading rified guns. 
Seven torpedo tubes are carried by this Span- 
ish war monster. The cost of the Pelayo was 
$4 000,000. 

Just suppose that battleship were to make 
a demonstration against Philadelphia or 
New York! 

But little Japan has the greatest battle- 
Ship of them all. Her newest acquisition 
outclasses every other vessel on earth. The 
battleship is not yet named. It is 14,850 tons, 
438 feet keel, which makes it nearly 500 
feet over all, and has a 75-foot beam. Its 


speed is equal to that of many cruisers, for 


it can steam 18 knots an hour. It carries 
700 tons of coal and has a crew of 741 men. 

The Japanese war vessel has an armor belt 
of 9% inches, while its gun position armor 
is 14.6 inches thick» It carries four 12- 
inch and fourteen 8-inch rapid firing guns, 
twenty 12-pounders, eight 1.S-inch, and four 
1.4-inch guns. It is fitted with five torpedo 
tubes. The cost of this leviathan of war is 
estimated to have been 84 500.000. 

How is that for a battleship for a power 
about as big as the State of New Jersey?

It is a twin-screw vessel of 12,410 tons, 
360 feet keel, as before stated, steams 16.1 
knots, and carries a crew of 486 men. The 
cost of the Iowa was $900,000. 

Tne Iowa has an armor belt of fourtéen 
inches, with fifteen inches on the gun posi- 
tions. Its armament consists of four 
twelve-inch, eight eight-inch, and six four- 
inch rapid-firing guns, twenty six-pounders, 
six one-pounders, and four muzzle-loading 
riſles.

simple human dispositions, are prime fae- 
tora in mercantile or strategic consequence. 
For these reasons the isthmus, even under 
the disadvantages of land ca and 
transshipment of goods, has ever been an 
important link in the communication from 
east to west, from the days of the first ' 
discoverers. But when it shall be pierced 
| by a canal it will present a maritime center 
analogous to the mouth of the Mississippi. 
“Control ot the latter, therefore, rests 
elther upon control of the isthmus 
itself, or, indirectly, upon the contro] of its 
or upon a distinctly preponder- 
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time nation, No frontier is now se weak as 
that along the sea; none more accessible 
to the invisible ocean roads from every- 
where. 

It has always been argued that the Ru- 
ropean nations would stand by and see us 
build a navy that would defy the world, 
American history teaches that we have no 
guarantee that peace will continue until a 
navy of sufficient strength has been con- 
structed to protect our extensive maritime 
frontiers from the Atlantic to the Pacific. as 
well as our many growing interests abroad. 

The question of the construction of an 
isthmus canal, or one by the Nicaraguan 
route, must necessarily be taken into con- 
sideration, for whether the work is under- 
taken by Americans or by an old world na- 
tion, it is bound to be constructed. 

The fact that Germany or any other power 
can send her ships through the Suez Canal 
and attack the Pacific coast before vessels 
can be moved from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific should prove an impressive object 
lesson in the need of a ship canal across 
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ce

Keys to Their Strength. 

The Islands of Santa Lucia and perma 
represent the chief positions now ¢ 
by Great Britain and France :

Bui, being islands, 
they depend in time of war upon the navies 
of thelr respective countries, a 
that does not exist for Pensacola the 
mouth of the Mississippi. 

Here we see the great advantage of Spain

River by way of Long Island Sound, which 
has no defenses whatever save one or two 
old fortifications of about revolutionary 
date, armed with guns that would not even 
deat the armor of a modern tronclad.

Captain Alfred T. Mahan of the United 
States navy, the acknowledged authority on 
naval affairs, whose works have an exten- 
sive audience on both sides of the water, 
says, upon a kindred subject: 

“There is a restlessness in the world at 
large which is deeply significant if not omin- 
ous. It is beside our purpose to dwell upon 
the internal state of Europe, whence, if dis- 
turbances arise, the effect upon us may be but 
partial and indirect. But the great seaboard 
powers there do not stand on guard against 
their continental rivals only; they cherish 
also aspirations for commercial extension, 
for colonies, and for influence in distant re- 
gions, which may bring and, even underour 
present contracted policy, already have 
brought them into collision with ourselves. 
The inciéent of the Samoan Islands, trivial 
apparently, was nevertheless eminently sug- 
“gestive of. Buropean ambitions. 

„ America then roused from sleep as to in- 
terests closely concerning her future. At

In our still pend- 
ing dispute over the seal fishing of Bering 
Sea, whatever may be thought of ue 
strength of our argument in view of gen- 
erally admitted principles of international 
law, it is beyond doubt that our contention 
is reasonable, just, and in the interest of 
the world at large.

High naval authorities at home and abroad
